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GENDER GAP 
IN TV NEWS 


The latest organization to lament the 
“glass ceiling” in local journalism is the 
Greater Boston Chapter of the National 
Organization for Women (NOW), which 
just released its “Gender Equality in Local 
Television News” study. The predictable 
conclusion: “a significant and unnecessary 
gender imbalance in on-air reporting.” 

Analyzing 434 packaged news stories at

| the top of 120 newscasts on Channels 4, 
| 5, 7, 56 and New England Cable News 
| (NECN) between mid-October and mid-

January, the study found that male re- 
porters presented 66 percent of all the sto- 
ries while their female counterparts were 
involved in only half that number. 

The most balanced ratio, says NOW, 
was at the fledgling NECN, which had fe- 
male reporters delivering almost 49 per- 
cent of the stories. Channels 5 and 7 had 
female reporters presenting 39 percent of 
their news pieces, while Channel 56 lagged 
at 30 percent. Worst of the lot, according 
to the study, was Channel 4, with only 12 
percent of the stories broadcast by women. 

NECN also earned kudos for amassing a 
news staff that is 55 percent female, a num- 
ber that declines slightly to 50 percent at 
Channel 5 and then to 43 percent at Chan- 
nel 56 and 42 percent at Channels 4 and 7. 

“Interestingly, it is at this station 
[NECN], a new operation without the 
baggage of years of inequitable practices 
.. . that full equity was achieved both on 
camera and behind the scenes,” the study 
asserted. 

Although the report had to hearten 
NECN, it’s being lambasted by other sta- 
tions — which declined to broadcast the 
findings — for having too narrow a focus 
and failing to acknowledge adequately the 
influence of such female mega-anchors as 
Natalie Jacobsen and Liz Walker.

EPA CLOUT 
TOUTED 


Staffers at the Environmental Protection 
Agency are trying to muffle their excite- 
ment about draft legislation being circulat- 
ed around Capitol Hill that would give the 
agency unprecedented powers. 

In what is no doubt direct retaliation 
for four years of frustration with former 
Vice-President Dan Quayle’s Council on 
Competitiveness — which regularly 


| stymied Cabinet action deemed unfavor- 


able to industry — the proposal would 
give the EPA veto power over other Cabi- 


| net agencies’ proposed legislation and 


regulations. 
“This would be so big,” says one EPA 


| insider, “that the kind of impact it would 


have is hard to overestimate. . . . EPA 
would have final say. The administrator 
would have veto power over any federal 
activity. The only person to override the 
veto would be the president, who would 
have to act on it within 45 days.” 

The proposal, now in a “discussion 
draft” being circulated among Cabinet 


agencies, was born out of talks between 
Congress and the newly formed White 
House Office on Environmental Policy. Al- 
though the White House has yet to sign off 
on the proposal, Vice-President Al Gore’s 
fingerprints appear to be all over it. 

The measure would allow EPA adminis- 
trator Carol Browner the opportunity to 
review regulations, legislation, and new 
federal construction to assess their public- 
health-and-environmental impact. If they 
were considered unsatisfactory, they could 
be dammed with no recourse outside of a 
presidential override. 

“That’s a big hammer to wield for any 
agency,” says the EPA official. 


FIGHTING 
EABLE CENSORS 


First Amendment advocates and cable- 
TV groups are challenging the constitu- 
tionality of new Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC) regulations requiring 
local cable operators to censor “indecent” 
programming on leased-access channels. 

The American Civil Liberties Union 
(ACLU), People for the American Way, 
operators of a Colorado cable channel, and 
two cable-access groups filed suit recently 
in the US Court of Appeals in Washington, 
claiming that provisions of the 1992 Cable 
Act impose a system of prior restraints on 
constitutionally protected speech, thus vio- 
lating the First Amendment. 

Those measures, introduced into the ’92 
cable law by Senators Jesse Helms, of 
North Carolina, and Wyche Fowler, of 
Georgia, require cable operators either to 
ban “indecent” programs or show them all 
on a single channel that’s only available to 
cable subscribers who request access to it 
in writing. 

The new regulations do not apply to 
“premium” channels such as Home Box 
Office, Showtime, or the Playboy Channel, 
or to pay-per-view services. (Cable opera- 
tors are required to offer public-access 
channels; premium channels are optional.) 

The FCC defines “indecent” program- 
ming as anything that “describes or depicts 
sexual or excretory activities or organs in a 
patently offensive manner as measured by 
contemporary community standards.” 

Arts or other sexually explicit program- 
ming that deals with gay rights, safe sex, 
sexual harassment, or arts censorship may 
be considered indecent in certain commu- 
nities but is not considered legally obscene 
if it has political, literary, or artistic value. 
For that reason, it falls under First 
Amendment protection. 

According to Marjorie Heins, director 
of the ACLU’s Arts Censorship Project 
and one of the attorneys in the case, the 
indecency regulations in the new cable law 
“are so broad and vague that many cable 
operators will feel they have to censor ev- 
ery program with sexual content.” 

The “indecency” restrictions, intended 
to prevent minors from watching cable 
programs their parents might find offen- 
sive, “are an unconstitutional attempt to 
deprive the American people of informa- 
tion, ideas, and entertainment on sexual 
themes,” says Heins. 

“In its desire to protect minors from 
what it considers inappropriate program- 
ming,” she adds, “Congress has now tried 
to reduce the adult American population 
to viewing only what is fit for children.”

NO MORE 
(DRUG) WAR 


Well, the War on Drugs is over. 

Clinton hasn’t exactly called a cease- 
fire, but according Kevin Zeese, vice-pres- 
ident and counsel of the Washington- 
based Drug Policy Foundation (DPF), 
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“We can already sense a change in tone 
from the Clinton administration as com- 
pared with the Bush administration. In 
President Bush’s first speech, he held up a 
bag of crack — supposedly purchased 
across the street from the White House — 
and declared a ‘War on Drugs.’ Clinton 
hasn’t used the term at all.” 

More than that, says Zeese, the Clinton 
administration has re-ordered the federal 
government’s spending priorities when it 
comes to drugs. “You can see the change 
in the budget. Clinton’s cut the prison- 
construction budget, and proposed a 
tripling of the drug-treatment budget in 
the next four years,” from $400 million to 
$1.2 billion. In addition, Clinton’s reduced 
the so-called drug czar’s budget by 83 
percent, and chopped away a sizable por- 
tion from the Drug Enforcement Adminis- 
tration’s funding. 

“I think you can glean from this that 
there are other things that the Clinton ad- 
ministration wants to focus on,” says the 
DPF’s deputy director of public informa- 
tion, Dave Fratello. “Whereas Bush tried to 
milk everything he could out of posturing 
on the War on Drugs, when the statistics 
came out and showed that the War on 
Drugs failed, it kind of blew up in his face.” 

Treatment providers are heartened by 
the proposed redirection of drug policy. 
“We were very encouraged during the 
campaign with Clinton’s support of treat- 
ment on demand,” says Dr. Bill Butynski, 
executive director of the National Associa- 
tion of State Alcohol and Drug Abuse Di- 
rectors. “Frankly, what is most critical is 
the place of alcohol and other drug-abuse 
prevention and treatment within national 
health-care reform. We hope there will be 
a comprehensive benefit within that pack- 
age. But it’s much too early to know.” 

Until then, says Butynski, “We’re sup- 
portive of the change from a 70/30 split 
of supply reduction versus demand re- 
duction, to more of a 50/50 split. From 
our perspective that’s a change in. the 
right direction.” 


SHOCK 
VIDEO 


The latest political trick of the religious 
right is to exploit homophobia for political 
and financial advantage. While bigotry is 
bad enough, now it seems it’s become a 
commodity. 

Major Christian-right groups are 
pumping a shock video called The Gay 
Agenda — 19 minutes of the most out- 
landish footage they could find from a va- 
riety of sources, including Gay Pride pa- 
rades. The video, which seeks to shock 
conventional sensibilities, depicts actual as 
well as pseudo human genitalia. The offi- 
cial transcript, for example, describes one 
scene: “Two men simulate intercourse.” 
There are also signs and shouting of four- 
letter obscenities. 

The producer of The Gay Agenda is an 
obscure group called The Report, affiliated 
with Spring Life Church, in Lancaster, Cal- 
ifornia. Sales, The Report says, have been 
brisk, with more than 48,000 copies sold, 
including 1500 to military personnel. It sold 
6000 copies to the No Special Rights PAC, 
backers of the unsuccessful anti-gay ballot 
initiative in Oregon last November. The 
video made national news recently, when 
the commandant of the Marine Corps host- 
ed a showing for the Joint Chiefs of Staff at 
the Pentagon. 

In response, the New York-based Gay 
and Lesbian Emergency Media Campaign 
(GLEMC) created a counter-video called 
Hate, Lies, and Videotape, which com- 
pares The Gay Agenda to a Nazi propa- 
ganda film, The Eternal Jew. 

The Report claims it is now receiving 
500 orders a day. At $13.95 a pop, that’s 
almost $7000 daily. 

Even way out there on the Christian 
right, the maxim holds: sex sells.

ymbolically central to 
Come Back, Little Sheba is 
a dog who vanished — like 
the years, like youth and 
prettiness, like the phallic 
javelin of the heroine’s dream — and did 
not return. The slatternly Lola, first played 
43 years ago by Shirley Booth, is forever 
waddling through the screen door of her 
sloppy house to invoke the long-gone ani- 
mal to reappear. I admit, however, that I 
was not among those theatergoers with 
their faces pressed to the 
fourth wall calling, with Lola, 
“Come back, Little Sheba.” 
Best, I thought, to let sleeping dogs lie. 

The Trinity Repertory Company revival 
of William Inge’s first Broadway play — 
about a sadsack Midwestern couple whose 
disappointments are unleashed by the pres- 
ence in their house of young hormones and 
demon rum — has not changed my mind. 
The Williamstown Theatre Festival resusci- 
tated Inge’s Picnic two summers ago, man- 
aging to sprinkle charm and humor onto 
the Freudian dust kicked up when a hand-

shirt off. Trinity’s Sheba, too, has its ingra- 
tiating, even its poignant moments. What it 
lacks are searing ones, primarily because 
the central performance, by Donald Berry, 
as the play’s recovering-alcoholic chiro- 
practor gone amok, is lackluster. When 
Sidney Blackmer (who played Doc in the 
original production) or Burt Lancaster (the 
1952 movie) decided to marry Jack 
Daniels to Lizzie Borden, audiences 
were stunned. When Berry goes after 
Barbara Orson with an ax, the only 


faced anguish. 

Ralph Waite, the actor best known 
as The Waltons’ suspendered patri- 
arch but functioning here as director, 
has mounted a straightforward, at 
times winking production that suc- 
ceeds better at evoking the tedium 
and innocence of 1950 than its but- 
toned-down disillusion. A former 
minister, who had occasion to enter 
homes like Doc’s and Lola’s in the 
"50s, Waite has said that what struck 
him about about the play was its aw- 
ful knowledge of what lurks behind 
the fagade of ordinary America, its 
momentary uncovering of the dybbuk 
inside the quiet desperation. 

Certainly Inge was familiar with the 
devils of drink and depression, and he 
peeled the lid off them as if they were 
sardines. The writer had a string of 
Broadway successes, from Sheba to 
Picnic to Bus Stop to Dark at the Top 
of the Stairs, all of which became 
movies. Then he marched the banner 
of repressed sexuality to Hollywood, 
where he penned the screenplay of Splendor 
in the Grass. There thwarted horniness 
drives teens mad — much as it does poor 
Doc, whose bender is unleashed by the dis- 
covery that the presumed-innocent college- 
girl boarder for whom he has the hots is

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shtupping her boyfriend under his roof. But 
in the 1960s, Inge had a string of flops and 
was more of less evicted from the pantheon 
that housed Williams and Miller. As Ameri- 
can realism did a swan dive and his dramas 
dated, he got drunker, and in 1973 he com- 
mitted suicide. 


Come Back, Little Sheba is not without in- 


terest. Its portrait of a young woman who 
suits herself — college girl Marie, who tan- 
talizes Doc while having an affair with young 
turk Turk, then goes off to marry Bruce, 
seemingly without hellfire’s making a nick in 
her Teflon — was ahead of its time. But in 
the character of Lola, Inge gives us one 
more middle-aged, sexually unfulfilled 
frump who hears tom-toms when the board- 
er’s boyfriend strips down. It’s a good thing 
Lola’s too unfocused to land a dust bunny, 
much less a college degree; if she were a 
schoolteacher, that epitome of repulsed fe- 
male lust in Inge Land, she’d probably com- 
mit other-people’s-date rape. 

Orson, one of Trinity Rep’s founding 
members, makes the most of Lola’s good- 
natured, if silly, interest in Marie’s 
athlete/artist’s-model stud, 
Turk. As he poses on the 
couch in his skivvies, broom 
aloft like a spear, she comes close enough 
to count his chest hairs. Like Berry, Orson 
is a tad old for her role. The couple are 
supposed to be 40 and already in the rut 
that, finally, they embrace as cocoon as 
well as coffin. But as garishly co-depen- 
dent Lola, prattling to anyone who'll listen 
about her halcyon days and Doc’s alco- 
holism, she weds a go-for-broke frowsi- 


ness to a childlike fragility. And she hits | 


the high notes. 
Jennifer Dundas, the 21-year-old actress 


who began her career at the American | 


Repertory Theatre at 10 and has since gone 
on to Broadway and movies, strikes a nice 
balance, too, as Marie, putting one period- 
clad foot in vixenry, the other in sweetness. 
This teddy-bear temptress knows exactly 
what she’s doing; she just doesn’t know the 
difference between lighting a fire and play-

ing with it. As her muscle-flexing swain, 
Dan Welch gives off the right amiable, 
boneheaded smugness but no sparks. 

Berry, though, is a problem. A compact, 
chiseled actor, he suggests the onetime aris- 
tocrat who gave up his dreams for a brief 
passion and has subsequently lived a pickled 


life of bitter consequences. But there’s no | 
volatility in this rote performance. And with- | 


out it, Little Sheba has little taleto wag. OQ

TUNNEL VISION 

Tim Sandler’s article about the Cen- 
tral Artery/Third Harbor Tunnel project 
(“Gold-Diggers,” News, February 26) is 
a classic example of a reporter who 
didn’t let the facts get in the way of his 
idea for a story. It is replete with unin- 
formed half-truths and sensationalist 
charges. 

A fundamental error throughout 
was his contention that change orders 
are “cost overruns.” In fact, a change 
order is a negotiated change for addi- 
tional work under an original contract. 
Change orders can be initiated by ei- 
ther the state or the contractor. 
Hence, the underlying premise of Mr. 
Sandler’s story — that change orders 
are simply a way for contractors to en- 
rich themselves at taxpayer expense — 
simply isn’t true. 

Mr. Sandler also implies that change 
orders are accomplished without public 
scrutiny. In fact, the process for ap- 


‘ proving them is detailed and lengthy. 


Filing a change order prompts a four- 
tier review — by the management con- 
sultant, then the Massachusetts High- 
way Department (MHD), followed by 
the Federal Highway Administration 
and then the MHD’s Board of Com- 
missioners. This process is so careful 
and time-consuming that the construc- 
tion industry has complained. 

Nonetheless, Mr. Sandler suggests 
that approval of change orders is au- 
tomatic and routine. He cites as one 
example a contractor’s applying for a 
change order worth $26 million. That 
change order, still under negotiation, 
has decreased to $13 million and 
could end up at a much lower cost. 
The reporter’s own example serves as 
a positive case study in the review and 
oversight mechanisms in place. 

The sole basis for the reporter’s 
claim of insufficient oversight is a 
three-year-old report from the state in- 
spector general’s office that complains 
of the MHD’s inadequate monitoring 
of the contract of the joint venture 
Bechtel/Parsons Brinckerhoff. In fact, 
the management consultant's role is to 
advise and recommend; the MHD re- 
tains final authority on all decisions. 

In addition, the project continually 
assesses its management controls and 
organization to ensure that the project 
is proceeding cost-effectively. Last 
year we reorganized top-management 
levels, and we are procuring for an in- 
dependent review of cost and efficien- 
cy — initiatives we told Mr. Sandler 
about, and which he chose to ignore. 

Mr. Sandler did not ignore, howev- 


| er, the general criticisms from un- 
| named sources he quoted liberally. In-

| deed, the only named critics in his “re- 


port” are a state legislator who has 
long championed the causes of state- 
employee unions and two officials of a 
state-employees’ union who would like 
the project to use only state employ- 
ees, regardless of how much more this 
would cost Massachusetts taxpayers. 
Mr. Sandler even cast a negative 
light on the comments of a senior Fed- 
eral Highway Administration official 
who called the performance of the 
management consultant “very efficient, 
very effective, and very professional.” 
These are just a few of the errors and 
omissions in Mr. Sandler’s “theory.” 
This project is perhaps the most 


| scrutinized project in the state and 


the nation. A bevy of state and federal 
agencies is responsible in some fash- 
ion for oversight — the Federal 
Highway Administration, the inspec- 
tor general and the attorney general 
of the commonwealth, the Depart- 
ment of Environmental Protection, 
the Coast Guard, the Army Corps of 
Engineers, and the US Environmental 
Protection Agency, to name a few. 

Mr. Sandler could have done his 
readers a service by reporting how the 
public and private sectors manage daily 
the mammoth responsibility that is the 
artery/tunnel project. To suggest, as he 
did, that state and federal officials cav- 
alierly dispense taxpayer dollars is most 
irresponsible and unjustifiable. 

Over the years, the Phoenix made 
its reputation by presenting the most 
thorough and thoughtful analysis of 
issues in Boston. Apparently, that 
standard was lost in the piece.

Tim Sandler replies: Regardless of 
Mr. Zuk’s semantics, change orders 
are overruns in that they result in costs 
beyond the amount first contracted. 
And though Mr. Zuk says change or- 
ders receive public scrutiny, he cites 
only the agencies intent on pushing 
the project to completion as the ones 
responsible for review. As for the sto- 
ry’s sources, they comprised a wide ar- 
ray of people within and without the 
project. The state inspector general’s 
office report he mentions was one of 
several cited, the latest being its most 
recent annual report. 


QUOTE ME 

Your media critic, Mark Jurkowitz, 
is too talented and respected to have 
resorted to a cheap trick like the one 
he used in the “Forked-tongue feeding 
frenzy” section of his “Don’t Quote 
Me” column of January 29 (News). 

He noted that in my January 3 Fo- 
cus article, I had quoted media critic 
Larry Sabato as saying of the media’s 
liberal bias, “The largest component 
is ideology. . . .” Then my friend Mr. 
Jurkowitz wrote, referring to an inter- 
view he had with Mr. Sabato: “Asked 
whether he thought ideology was 
largely responsible for media mis- 
steps, he [Sabato] said, ‘I do not be- 
lieve ideology is the fundamental mo- 
tivation. It’s competition. .. .’” 

In my Focus article, it was very clear 
I was not writing about “media mis- 
steps.” The media make many mis- 
steps, and there are variety of reasons 
for them. I was writing narrowly and 
specifically about liberal bias. That is 
the question Mr. Sabato addressed for 
my article. I don’t see that Sabato has 
contradicted himself in any way. 

It is fashionable these days to trash 
Mr. Sabato. Some of his criticism of 
the media is very close to home for 


somewhat overexposed in the media,

— overreliance on a few sources. 
That particular misstep is attributable 
more to laziness than to ideology, 
though some of each is involved.

>» Carolyn Clay paid tribute to Tennessee Williams, who 
died at the age of 71, having apparently choked on a plastic 
bottle cap. 

“Poetic realism, which was virtually invented by Williams, 
became a cornerstone of American theater; where for exam- 
ple, would Lanford Wilson be without it? The Actors Stu- 
dio was founded by Elia Kazan, who directed most of 
Williams’s plays on Broadway, casting them with his and 
Lee Strasberg’s students; and it became an Institution. 
Marlon Brando became Stanley Kowalski (‘STELLA!’). 
And Williams became a raffish, ravaged icon, at last able to 
indulge (if not to accept) the keen but subverted carnality in 
his plays. There were two Pulitzer Prizes (for Streetcar and 
Cat) and four New York Drama Critics Circle Awards. 
There was the celebrity and the wealth the writer had covet- 
ed. And if there were no more gentlemen callers in his life, 
there were innumerable gentlemen callgirls. . . . 

“His private hell he could endure; but writing, not fame, 
was his fatal need. So he found himself endlessly redeco- 
rating the circles of his own psychosexual inferno, experi- 
menting with new styles and overt symbols as if they were 
wallpaper, and passing the efforts off as new plays.” 


DANCING QUEENS 

15 years ago: March 7, 1978 

> The all-male ballet company Trockadero de Monte Car- 
lo intrigued Sylviane Gold. 

“Yes, their feet are hideous. Yes, there’s no hiding the 
hair on their chests. The costumes will never hang just 
right and the make-up will always look like plaster of Paris. 
But, damn it, swaying in their gauzy white skirts to the 
dreamy music of Les Sylphides, the Trocks did at times call 
to mind the Royal Ballet. Olga Tchikaboumskaya (played

Bill Weld’s juggernaut is 
formidable but vulnerable

o wonder Governor 
William Weld’s acolytes 
were breaking the needle 
on the hubris meter. 

Weld’s most feared po- 
tential 1994 adversary, Congressman Joe 
Kennedy, had unexpectedly chosen to 
snuff public speculation about his running 
for governor — speculation Kennedy him- 
self had fueled by pointedly increasing his 
political and fundraising activity. 

A few days later, a major statewide poll 
suggested at least one reason why 
Kennedy had pulled the plug. Not only 
was Weld handling Kennedy easily in a 
head-to-head match, but the poll showed 
the big redhead — mere months after the 
Republican meltdown in the 1992 legisla- 
tive elections — leaving the rest of the pu- 
tative Democratic gubernatorial field in 
the dust. 

“Too bad about Joe,” sighed a content- 
ed John Moffitt, Weld’s long-time political 
guru. “It would have been nice to beat a 
Kennedy.” 

“Did you check out the numbers against 
Ray Flynn?” gushed Weld speechwriter 





John Gregg. “Golly!” 

Golly indeed, verging on gosh. Flynn 
was running an eyebrow-raising 22 per- 
centage points behind Weld — and that 
was the best showing of any likely Demo- 
cratic candidate. (Former senator Paul 
Tsongas’s numbers were better than 
Flynn’s, but he reiterated his intention not 
to run after Kennedy pulled out.) 

But Weld and the gang had better hold 
the bubbly. Twenty months away from 
Election Day, strong poll numbers and an 
opposition in seeming disarray don’t mean 
spit, as George Bush can attest. 

Just as the national recession swallowed 
up Bush’s Gulf War popularity boost, the 
state’s generally wretched economic con- 
dition remains a profound source of politi- 
cal vulnerability for Weld, opening him to 
attack from both right and left. It’s easy to 
forget just how tenuous Weld’s 1990 vic- 
tory was, and how much the electorate’s 
make-up still favors a Democrat who can 
appeal to the independent plurality. Some 
of the players on the Democratic bench 
may not be as weak as they now seem, 
since they are, for the most part, nontradi- 
tional liberals who can challenge Weld’s 
record in sensitive areas such as crime and 
education. 
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| those creatures. 


And if Kennedy’s decision not to run in 
part reflects the flaccidity and inertia of 
the state Democratic Party, that’s exactly 
what they were saying about the national 
party back when the Gores, the Bradleys, 
and the Nunns of the world were backing 
off. Weld’s Republican Party is no bargain, 
either. And his success in transcending 
party ideology may well provide the 
blueprint for a successful Democratic can- 
didacy. 

“Those poll numbers have no meaning. 
The only numbers that have meaning for 
Bill Weld are the economic numbers,” 
says Democratic activist George 
Bachrach, a former state senator. “Af- 
ter a certain point, people don’t care 
who’s right and who’s wrong — they 
want results.” 

So far, such bottom-line perspec- 
tive has bolstered Weld. The poll, tak- 
en by the Boston Globe, was conduct- 
ed during a three-day period in late 
February when media hype surround- 
ing legislative “mishandling” of the 
Boston Garden deal was at its zenith. 
Between that public-relations fiasco 
and the legislature’s pathetic failure to 
complete key tasks by session’s end in 
early January, there’s been plenty of 
free advertising for Weld’s best re- 
election argument: I’m the thin blue- 
blooded line standing between you and 


The public may be willing to swal- 
low Bill Clinton’s proposed federal tax 
hikes for now, but the Weld people are 
nonetheless jubilant over their man’s posi- 
tioning as Governor No New Taxes. And 
on another hot-button issue, the February 
19 killing of Boston Police Officer Thomas 
Rose lent urgency to Weld’s already- 
scheduled re-introduction of his anti- 
crime package. In his ' st meeting with 
reporters after the shoot..g, an uncharac- 
teristically somber-looking Weld barely let 
a sentence go by without a pitch for the 
death penalty. 


Flawed challengers 

While Weld shoots th. curl of the daily 
news for now, his best-known potential 
challengers keep slipping off their surf- 


| boards. 


Flynn’s statewide popularity ratings, 
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once robust, are in free fall, as familiarity 
apparently breeds contempt. The more 
Flynn rails at Weld’s tightfistedness with 
local aid, the farther behind him he falls. 
And as Flynn’s administration continues to 
decay under his distracted management, 
Weld’s blow-away line in any contest with 
the mayor becomes increasingly obvious: 
He’ll do for the state what he’s done for 
Boston. 

“He’s lost it, big time,” says one Bos- 
ton-based national political operative, still 
struck by the sight of Flynn spending an 


entire evening in an out-of-town tavern 
last year trying to convince skeptical wait- 
resses that he really was the mayor of Bos- 
ton. 

The Globe poll showed Weld trouncing 
Attorney General Scott Harshbarger, at 
this point a highly reluctant contender, by 
better than two to one, and beating under- 
funded former Senate Ways and Means 
Committee chairwoman Patricia McGov- 
ern by 20 points. 

Voters would still, apparently, prefer 
breakfast at Weld’s house to Sunday din- 
ner with Boston University president John 
Silber. Even Marjorie Clapprood, who’s 
had the utter misfortune to be teamed with 
both Silber and Pat Whitley in one life- 
time, did better against Weld than Silber 
did.

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But due as much to his own potential 
weaknesses as to any of his opponents’ 
strengths, it would be madness for Weld to 
write off any of the above. At this time in 
1991, it’s worth noting, Bill Clinton was 
laboring in relative political obscurity. 

Harshbarger’s assiduous nonpartisan- 
ship since his election in 1990 deprives 
Weld of the chance to hang him with the 
legislature. He’s perhaps the only Demo- 
crat who could compete with Weld for 
campaign donations in the legal communi- 
ty. And despite the flak he’s taken recently

over cutting a conflict-of-interest plea bar- 
gain with former state senator Biff 
MacLean, Harshbarger, one of the few 
leading Democrats to support term limits, 
may actually be able to go one better than 
Weld on political ethics and corruption is- 
sues. 

Harshbarger conceivably could benefit 
from Republican discontent with Weld, a 
phenomenon the governor’s been busily 
trying to address since last fall’s election 
by doling out patronage jobs. While 
Weld’s trying to convince the GOP faithful 
that he deserves his “R,” he may well lose 
standing among the legions of Democratic 
and independent voters, who clearly don’t 
care much for the GOP label. That would 
suit Harshbarger fine. In a recent Phoenix 
interview, he seemed eager to define his

“I would hope that if I ever had the 
chance to be governor, I’d do that job ex- 
actly the same way,” he says. 

McGovern, now happily ensconced at a 
downtown Boston law firm after years 
fighting the budget wars, has little cam- 
paign dough on hand, a major considera- 
tion in light of Weld’s bottomless fanny 
pack. “If you’re planning on running, you 

don’t walk away from six years run- 
ning Ways and Means with only | 
$60,000 in the kitty,” notes one Bea- 
con Hill wiseguy. 

On the other hand, in a cynical po- | 
litical environment, McGovern’s fi- | 
nancial chastity (she was one of the 
few Merrimack Valley pols smart 
enough to shun overtures from 
sleazebag Tsongas moneyman Nick 
Rizzo) might turn out to be a plus. A 
McGovern run would likely attract 
interest from the formidable network 
of women’s fundraisers, such as the 
group EMILY’s List, that have 
sprung up in recent years. 

And it won’t be so easy for the Re- 
publicans to burden the generally 
progressive McGovern with a tax- 
and-spend label. Her voting record 
on taxes is mixed. But she was railing 
against runaway spending by quasi- 
public authorities — likely to be a big 

1994 campaign issue as the Boston Har- 
bor-cleanup costs hammer MWRA 
ratepayers — back when Weld was an as- 
sistant US attorney general, pretending to 
laugh at Ed Meese’s bathroom jokes. And 
McGovern’s energetic, |5-ideas-per- 
minute style could pose a striking contrast 
if she winds up debating the phlegmatic 
Weld before an action-starved public. 

Silber, hunkered in the bunker of late 
after a fearful pawing-over of his personal 
finances by the Boston press, would seem 
hopelessly damaged goods. But some of 


his core issues — most notably, the de- 
graded state of public education — remain 
largely unaddressed by Weld, and there- 


fore available for another Democrat's use. 
Passage of a long-awaited education-re-

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form bill, which may come as early as this 
spring, could be a double whammy for 
Weld. The billions in new spending to be 
included in any such bill will almost surely 
bust a Weld budget that’s already in bal- 
ance only on paper. (“He’s taken on a lot 
of the old Dukakis tendencies,” says House 
Ways and Means chairman Tom Finneran 
of Weld’s budget plan, which includes, for 
the first time during his administration, 
spending hikes in excess of inflation.) 

And it’s questionable how much political 
payoff there will be in the bill for Weld. 
The Massachusetts Teachers Association 
vacuumed much of the important systemic 
reform, such as greater schoolhouse au- 
tonomy, out of the measure as it passed 
through the House. Weld-administration 
lobbying activity on the bill: “virtually 
nonexistent,” claims its key sponsor, 
House Education Committee chairman 
Mark Roosevelt. 

Now that it’s in the Senate, Bulger and 
a newly formed group of big-business 
honchos called CEOs for Fundamental 
Change in Education (including politically 
influential players like Jack Connors, of 
Hill, Holiday, and Eugene Freedman, of 
Coopers & Lybrand) have taken the lead 
on incorporating statewide school choice, 
a reformist idea tailor-made for Weld, but 
one he’s seemed uninterested in pushing. 





Class warfare 
And just because Weld effectively 
dodged the class-warfare bullet in 1990 
doesn’t mean the same holds true for 
MICHAEL ROMANOS 
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CLAPPROOD: free of the 
stigma of Silber and Whitley. 
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1994, particularly in light of Bush’s recent 
defenestration. Neither Steve Pierce, the 
retiring state rep with the horn-rimmed 
glasses who was Weld’s 1990 primary op- 
ponent, nor the imperious Silber were able 
to play B Street to Weld’s Brattle Street. A 
feisty urban Democrat, a la Clapprood or 
McGovern, could do better. And this time, 
Weld has a record of social-spending cuts 
made, unions attacked, state-hospital pa- 
tients displaced, and wild boars hunted to 
go after, rather than just a Yankee lineage. 

“Weld continues to make the mistake of 
being hard with certain elements of the 
populace and extremely easy with others,” 
notes Finneran. “Developers, business 
people, he’ll throw money at them as 
though it’s confetti. But if somebody’s 
down and out, he’ll rattle the saber at them 
and say, ‘You’re a no-good, indolent, lazy, 
inner-city Democrat.’ ” 

“What’s inexplicable,” adds Paul Davis, 
a former Kennedy aide who worked on 
Tsongas’s 1992 presidential campaign, “is 
the way he’s jeopardized his fiscal-conser- 
vative base” through spending increases 
and dubiously balanced budgeting. 
“There’s no emotional tie with Bill Weld — 
he’s not a Kennedy, and if circumstances 
change for the worse, there’s no big pool of 
personal capital for him to draw from.” 

And those all-important economic num- 
bers don’t look promising. There is more 
joblessness, public debt, and workforce 
erosion within key industries now than 
when Weld took office, with no short-term 
relief in view. Blaming slow or no progress

in economic recovery, education reform, 
or anti-crime legislation on a balky, parti- 
san legislature, however valid, is a tactic 
that won’t save Bush’s bacon. 

The 1992 election is a cautionary tale 
for Weld in other ways, as well. The col- 
lapse of the ad hoc Republican/indepen- 
dent suburban coalition that sustained 
Weld in 1990 (and, to a lesser extent, 
Bush in 1988) “was staggering, and a lot 
of it was due to Ross Perot,” says GOP 
political analyst Kevin Phillips, who cor- 
rectly forecast 1992’s middle-class rejec- 
tion of Republican ideology. 

Indeed, some of Perot’s biggest vote to- 
tals in Massachusetts came from precisely 
the sort of bedroom suburbs — Billerica 
(30 percent for Perot), Stoneham (23 per- 
cent), and Reading (22 percent), for in- 
stance — that put Weld over the top in 
1990. 

Those voters were fed up enough with 
gridlocked government to reach for virtu- 
ally any alternative, and Weld can’t afford 
to remind them of Bush. Hence, Weld is 
of late in full campaign mode, staging Per- 
ot/Clinton-style town meetings in Western 
Massachusetts and re-issuing slogan-filled 
legislation on crime and welfare reform. 

But the bottom line is that voters anx- 
ious enough to take a flier on Perot aren’t 
likely to be satisfied with four years of eco- 
nomic status quo. When frustrated Demo- 
cratic partisans talk longingly of a dark- 
horse Democrat riding in to save the party 
from the Weld juggernaut, it’s in recogni- 
tion of the intensity of Beacon Hill’s taint. 
But that very stigma — and the possibility 
that an outsider (or a relatively unspoiled 
insider such as Harshbarger or McGov- 
ern) might effectively turn it against Weld 
himself — might well clear a path for a 
new-breed Democrat. 

The same sort of path, by golly, that 
opened up for Clinton when George Bush 
and his stuffed shirts popped the bubbly a 
bit too early. Q

WBCN celebrates 25 years of making its cultural mark 


ersonal memories of 
scenes and sounds 
from the 25-year his- 
tory of WBCN: 

In 1968, a bunch of 
us high-school guys in northern 
Rhode Island driving around town 
and trying to tune in this new Boston 
station that plays a kind of rock you 
can’t get on AM rock — the other 
cuts from bands like Cream and Jimi 
Hendrix and the Jefferson Airplane, 
but also the Grateful Dead, Quicksil- 
ver Messenger Service, Traffic — 
music that tilts slightly to the left of 
AM fare like “Judy in Disguise (with 
Glasses)” and “Green Tambourine.” 

Flash forward to 1970, a BU dorm 
room, dense with late-afternoon, af- 
ter-class marijuana smoke. A voice 
interrupts the music and cuts 
through the fog: “This is Danny 
Schechter, your News Dissector. 
And now, news from. . . the World.” 

It’s a station rich in voices. There’s 
one female voice — something else 
you don’t hear talking about rock 
and roll on the radio — who identi- 
fies herself only as “Maxanne.” Even 
the names don’t fit Pop Radio As We 
Know it. Who, for instance is this 
guy Charles? We are, after all, hardly 
out of the Cousin Brucie era. But 
Charles — that’s a name for a classi- 
cal announcer. Then on Sunday 
nights there’s another voice, a manic 
guy by the name of Peter Wolf, who 
plays R&B. 

In the late ’70s and early ’80s a 
new wave comes in with the after- 
shock of punk. And another strange 
name — Oedipus, who begins by 
playing punk on Sunday nights but 
before long becomes music director, 
and brings with him a coterie of 
like-minded punksters from com- 
munity-volunteer radio at MIT’s 
WMBR — Carter Alan, Albert O., 
Tami Heidi. 

In the meantime, Charles 
Laquidara — with a production team 
that includes Billy West, Eddie 
Gorodetsky, and a sports announcer 
named Tank — has taken the morn- 
ing show, now called The Big Mat- 
tress, to new heights, a mix of spon- 
taneity and sharply written and pro- 
duced segments of rock-and-roll 
comedy, presaging a whole genera- 
tion of Baby Boom stand-up comedy. 
And, in fact, Gorodetsky is soon 
tagged to write for David Letterman. 
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On Sunday night, they were all 
there at the Hard Rock Café, cele- 
brating the station’s birthday — 
Wolf, Maxanne Satori, Charles 
Laquidara, Schechter, Oedipus, 
Gorodetsky, even Matt Siegel, 
sneaking over from his current gig at 
arch-competitor KISS. In the midst 
of the presentations, Peter Wolf and 
members of the J. Geils Band — 
Seth Justman, Stephen Jo Bladd, and 
Magic Dick (Jerome Geils himself 
was unable to attend) stage an im- 
promptu “reunion” for the first time 
in 10 years and do an a cappella 
“Looking for a Love.” 

“You are all part of a legend,” 
Laquidara tells the roomful of ’BCN 
staff, past and present. “If you want 
to make a million dollars, go up to 
anyone in this room and ask for 
their life stories, because they’ll all 
have stories to tell. Some can hide it, 
some can’t show it, but you can’t get 
rid of it: you all have the WBCN tat- 
too. We were all part of the media 
revolution that helped change the 
world.” 

“Never mind ’BCN’s history,” one 
observer confides. “I’m seeing stages 
of my life here.”

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UMass/Amherst 
has become 
synonymous 
with racial 
conflict.

it symbolize a 
larger problem?

he debut of the William D. Mullins Athletic and Con- 
vocation Center, a massive brick structure on the 
western edge of the University of Massachusetts cam- 
pus, had all the trappings of a Broadway opening. 

A floodlight scanned the dark, early February sky 
over Amherst, guiding nearly 10,000 fans to the $51 
million building. Scalpers loitered outside, waving 
$20 bills for prized extra tickets, while inside the 
brightly lit arena, school officials greeted one another with broad smiles 
and hearty handshakes. 

And why not? After one of the most trying years in recent memory, 
when racial tension on the campus made national headlines, UMass fi- 
nally had something to cheer about. Not only would the Mullins Center 
give the university an economic boost (over the next week and a half 
alone, the facility would also host a production of Jesus Christ Superstar, 
the Ice Capades, and a Metallica concert), it also would provide a new 
home for the school’s resurgent basketball program, a symbolic rallying 
point for the UMass community.

The reluctance of blacks to attend UMass basketball games bother me. 
suggests that, although school officials are looking to a 
brighter future for the beleaguered university, there’s a significant prob- 
lem still to be confronted: minorities don’t feel welcome here. 

UMass has already worked for several decades to shed the perception 
that it’s a non-stop-party campus where students spend more time tap- 
ping kegs and packing bongs than taking notes and cracking books. 

Yet in recent years, the university has earned a more sinister reputa- 
tion — that of a campus riven by racial unrest, where minorities — es- 
pecially blacks — quickly find that racism is a part of daily life. 

This reputation was spawned by a series of highly publicized incidents 
dating back to the notorious World Series brawl in 1986, when groups 
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WHERE'S of white Red Sox fans squared off with black Mets supporters.

For their part, administrators don’t deny that problems exist. Yet they 
insist that the school’s racial problems aren’t unique to UMass, but mir- 
ror the lack of harmony between races on other campuses around the 
nation and in society at large. Some school officials also trace the roots 
of racism at the university back to the cOmmunities that supply the 
school with a majority of its students. As acting chancellor Richard 
O’Brien says, “There’s no guarantee that people come here pure of 
heart.” 

But wherever else they point their fingers, many in the UMass com- 
munity agree that the public in general, and the press in particular, has 
seized upon the race issue as just another switch with which to flog the 
commonwealth’s flagship public university. Although the verdant, 1273- 
acre campus is home to highly regarded schools of engineering, biology, 
and business, as well as an English department filled with award-win- 
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ning authors, UMass seems to make news only when its basketball team 
wins a game or its grounds are the site of an ugly racial incident. 


“Where’s the reporter?” snapped a young black woman as she barged 
into an office in the Student Union. A group of minority students had 
agreed to meet there and discuss the racial climate at UMass, but she 
would have no part of the conversation. 

“Are you here to incite more trouble?” she wanted to know. “Why did 
you come here? I’m a journalism ma- 
jor and I want to know: what’s your 


slant?”

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GHerry Brooks will be signing copies of his new fantasy 
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asking if they’d been attacked or trapped 
in a race riot. In fact, the vast majority of 
UMass students say they simply went 
about their business, and that the whole 
affair was blown out of proportion. 

Yet students acknowledge that there is a 
clear distinction between white UMass and 
minority UMass, that the two worlds 
rarely mix but occasionally collide. Blacks 
— as well as Hispanics, Asians, and Jews 
— say they routinely confront ethnic ha- 
tred, both subtle and overt, on the campus. 

Two members of the group that met 
with a reporter in the Student Union of- 
fice, Douglas Greer, 24, president of Phi 
Beta Sigma, an all-black fraternity, and 
Martin Jones, 23, former black-affairs edi- 
tor at the Collegian, the UMass student 
newspaper, say they’ve felt the scorn and 
alienation. 

“I think black people, especially black 
males, have a different experience on this 
campus because of the stigma that goes 
along with being a black male — that we’re 
violent,” says Greer, who’s from Spring- 
field. “People look at us different. They 
stay out of our way. That is, until Thursday 
and Friday night, when you start walking 
up and down Frat Row. Once the liquor 
hits in, it’s a whole different experience. 
I’ve been here four years 
and I’ve been called nig- 
ger sO many times it 
doesn’t even bother me. 
That’s kind of sad.” 

“When I walk around 
campus, I feel like I’m 
invisible,” added Jones, 
also from Springfield. “I 
know if I was white, I’d 
have access to a lot more 
people. I’m made aware 
that my skin color is a 
hindrance, in terms of 
people’s perception of 
me. People just ignore 
you, they don’t speak. 
It’s not like they’re hos- 
tile and jumping at you. 
People are just cold.” 

The two men later 
talked about why few 
blacks attend UMass 
basketball games. 

Greer: “A lot of the 
black students don’t get 
along with the ballplayers. We’re struggling 
to get by and you have these grown, stupid 
young men running down the court with a 
spotlight on them with thousands of white 
people cheering for them. Their heads get 
inflated, and . . . they consider themselves 
above us. If they ever grouped together and 
decided to become political, there’s noth- 
ing we couldn’t get as students. But in- 
stead, they’d rather be complacent.” 

Jones: “When I watch a game on TV, 
what I see is a lot of the racist white peo- 
ple, who wouldn’t hesitate to beat me 
down up on Fraternity Row, in the stands 
cheering for these black men. Yet they 
treat black students around here like 
crap.” 


Across campus, in Cance House, a low- 
rise dorm in the Southwest Residential 
Area, white students gathered to give their 
own perspective on UMass’s racial cli- 
mate. One, Carrie Walker, a 20-year-old 
sociology major from Brockton, is a mem- 
ber of Allied Students Against Prejudice, 
an organization started by white students 
who formed “Rainbow Patrols,” touring 
campus on weekends to try to deter acts of 
racism (some blacks kiddingly called them 
“White Guilt Patrols”). 

Another in the group was Mike Aleo, 
19, of Winchester. Like Arlens Barosy, the 
black student who was assaulted last fall, 
Walker and Aleo are both resident assis- 
tants, or RAs. Neither is optimistic that 
much has changed since then. 

“There'll probably be at least one racial 
incident this semester,” said Aleo. 

“There’s one every day that goes unre- 
ported, I guarantee you,” countered Walk- 
er. “RAs get things written on their doors 
all the time if they happen to be a minority 
or a gay person. It’s a constant thing.” 

Aleo: “Black students on this campus 
definitely know they aren’t going to the 
same school as white students.” 

They sympathize with the difficulties 
minorities face being accepted on campus, 
and blame the press for distorting the situ- 
ation at UMass last year. But there’s a 
sense among some members of the group 
that met at Cance that there’s only so

much they can do about it. 

On a campus where the rhetoric flows 
freely, Jennifer Cox, a business major from 
Sherborn, was refreshingly honest. “I’ve 
never really been exposed to anything like 
this. And I think there are so many people 
on this campus who came from such 
closed places, that have never been ex- 
posed to anything like this, that it’s shock- 
ing for a lot of them,” she said. 

“But I don’t feel anything personally, 
because this doesn’t affect me personally.” 


At a school that traces its origins back to 
the Land Grant Act of 1863, blacks are 
relative newcomers. As recently as the 
mid-1960s, African-Americans numbered 
in the single digits among a student body 
of about 14,000. A UMass professor re- 
calls being part of a group of school offi- 
cials escorting members of the media on a 
tour of new dorms in 1966. A reporter 
asked a high-level administrator what he 
thought about the prospect of bringing 
more minorities to campus. 

“Well,” the official said, “we’d love to 
have them for our football team.” 

Attitudes have changed. UMass began 
actively recruiting black high-school se- 
niors in 1968, and at the start of the fall 
1992 semester, there were 472 African- 
Americans in the undergraduate class and 
142 black graduate students at UMass. 

Today, minority students as a whole, in- 
cluding Asian/Pacific Is- 
landers, Hispanics, Na- 
tive Americans, and 
Cape Verdeans, make 
up 11 percent of the un- 
dergraduate students at 
UMass. School officials 
note that UMass’s mi- 
nority population com- 
pares favorably to the 
flagship universities in 
other New England 
states. Only the Univer- 
sity of Connecticut has a 
comparable total, and 
the main campuses of 
the state-university sys- 
tems in New Hampshire, 
Maine, Rhode Island, 
and Vermont have con- 
siderably fewer minority 
students than UMass. 

But African-American 
students still make up 
fewer than three percent 
of the UMass student 
population of 23,000. It’s common, then, 
for blacks at UMass to find themselves 
alone in a crowd of white faces, whether 
it’s in a classroom or in a pizza shop in 
downtown Amherst. 

Martha Wharton, a graduate student, is 
the only black person in UMass’s Ameri- 
can Studies program. “We [African-Amer- 
ican graduate students] can get pretty

same time, you don’t see anyone,” she 


says. “Of course, you don’t go to graduate | 


school for a social life, but part of main- | 


taining your equilibrium is being able to 
talk about your experience, so it doesn’t 
become overwhelming. At UMass, you 
don’t see any reflections of yourself.” 


Most observers trace the start of 
UMass’s recent racial problems back to 
the fall of 1986. And, indeed, one could 
argue that if the Boston Red Sox had held 
a lead over the New York Mets in the sev- 
enth game of the World Series that year, 
UMass might never have earned the racist 
tag. When whites and blacks clashed on 
that October night, following the Mets’ 
victory over the Red Sox, 10 people ended 
up in the campus infirmary; one black stu- 
dent was beaten unconscious. 

The incident made national headlines, 
and a seemingly indelible impression had 
been formed. 

Current tensions started heating up last 
spring. A dispute among staff members at 
the Collegian over the manner in which 
editors were elected to run the student 
newspaper’s various special-interest pages 
(the black-affairs page or women’s page, 
for example) quickly evolved into public 
accusations that the Collegian was guilty 
of institutional racism. 

In early May, a group of minority stu- 
dents briefly took over the paper’s offices. 
Editors moved the Collegian underground 
for a week, staffers received death threats, 
and a mediation team was eventually 
brought in to settle the dispute Between 
the paper’s editors and minority students

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t’s fitting that UMass’s most recent struggles with 
| Fea tension began last year in the offices of the 

Massachusetts Daily Collegian. The 103-year-old stu- 
dent-run newspaper has had to deal with intermittent ac- 
cusations of insensitivity on its pages and in its newsroom 
for more than two decades. 

In the early ’70s, a group of black students who felt 
the paper was ignoring their community occupied the 
Collegian offices. The takeover led to the creation of a 
weekly black-affairs page, which would be followed in 
later years by other special pages, each with accompany- 
ing editorships. In addition to a black-affairs editor, the 
Collegian now has women’s-, Jewish-, multi-cultural-, 
Third World-, and gay/lesbian/bisexual-affairs editors, 
as well. 

The arrangement has led to strain in the newsroom. 
Each semester, the staff splits inevitably into two factions: 
career-minded journalism majors, mostly white, eager to 
gain professional experience; and a mixed bag of social 
activists, representing various interests, who view the 
Collegian as a vehicle for expression. 

Historically, the hard-core journalists have complained 
that the various special-page editors care less about news 
than propaganda, that they know nothing about reporting 
and editing, and that they blow deadlines. Minority edi- 
tors respond that the Collegian inner circle is too clubby 
and that white staffers routinely demean minority 
staffers. A former black-affairs editor told the Boston 
Globe last May that her nameplate was. defaced to read 
“lack” affairs editor, and that during staff elections for 
editorships, several ballots for minority positions were 
turned in with the name “Bozo the Clown.” 

This friction erupted into open conflict following last 
spring’s editorial elections. Several candidates who lost 
bids for minority editorships accused the Collegian of us- 
ing an election format that guaranteed that only minority 
candidates deemed “safe” by the white majority could 
win. White staffers dismissed their complaints as sour 
grapes. 

The dispute was essentially confined to the Collegian 
newsroom until last spring, when the four Los Angeles 
policemen accused of beating Rodney King were acquit- 
ted. On Friday, May 1, a rally in support of King was 
held in front of the UMass Student Union. That day, the 
Collegian hit the stands without a staff editorial con- 
demning the verdict — an omission that made the paper 
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the focus of enmity among minority students across 
campus. 

In fact, an editorial had been written by several staffers, 
but a group of editors — among them then-managing 
editor Dan Wetzel — believed that its anti-police lan- 
guage was too inflammatory. The piece was killed in fa- 
vor of a more moderate, but still condemnatory, editorial. 
But the revised editorial was written too late to be includ- 
ed in the Friday edition, so Wetzel decided to run it the 
following Monday. 

“It was a calamity of errors,” says David Rivera, the 
Collegian’s current editor-in-chief. “But it was seen as 
outright racist.” 

At the student-union rally, disgruntled minority-editor 
candidates criticized the Collegian for not running the 
King editorial, galvanizing student anger toward the pa- 
per, and specifically at Wetzel, who was accused of fo- 
menting a racist climate in the newsroom. The rally 
turned into a march to the Collegian. According to 
staffers, as many as 200 angry students pushed their way

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brief exchange, the confrontation ended. 

Fearing for their safety, Collegian staffers moved office 
equipment to an off-campus apartment, where the paper 
was produced for a week. In the days that followed, Col- 
legians were stolen from distribution stands and de- 
stroyed, local businesses pulled ads from the paper, and 
editors received death threats. In one case, a photo editor 
was accosted by a bat-wielding man who tried to force a 
public apology for the paper’s alleged racism. 

Meanwhile, minority students made demands on the 
Collegian, including that the position of co-editor-in- 
chief be created expressly for a person of color, and that 
the election process be reformed. There was grumbling 
among both students and administrators that Wetzel, 
who had already been elected editor-in-chief for the fall 
semester, should resign. 

As final exams neared, public negotiations were held, 
complete with radio and TV coverage, between Collegian 
editors and minority students. But the sessions broke 
down when several audience members led another unwel- 
come entry on the newspaper’s offices. In a familiar re- 
frain, Collegian staffers said the protesters were violent, 
while UMass officials reported that the entry was peaceful. 

Eventually, Collegian editors gave in to minority-stu- 
dents’ demands. But the agreement was later scrapped in 
favor of a subsequent pact negotiated 
over the summer, with the help of the 
Harvard Mediation Project. The idea 
of a co-editor-in-chief was aban- 
donded, but the two sides agreed that 
only minority staffers would be al- 
lowed to elect minority editors. 

Most Collegian staffers agree that 
the atmosphere in the newsroom has 
improved, pointing to the fact that a 
Hispanic, Rivera, was named to the 
paper’s top spot as proof of 
progress. 

Wetzel, who says he was publicly 
compared to Hitler and Stalin last 
spring, served as editor-in-chief of 
the Collegian in the fall and remains 
on staff. “I’m not a racist,” he said in 
a recent interview. He defends his 
decision to kill the anti-cop King ed- 
itorial and his treatment of minority 
staffers during his tenure: “If I had 
to do it again, I’d do it again... . I’d 
rather go down as a villain and be 
true to myself than back down.”

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A national 
dilemma 


Mass officials are quick to point out that the 
Amherst campus doesn’t have a monopoly 
on aggression toward minorities. And 
they’re right: since 1986, the Baltimore-based Na- 
tional Institute Against Prejudice and Violence has 
recorded hate crimes and other acts of intolerance 
toward minority students at 250 colleges around the 
country. In a report titled “Campus Ethnoviolence,” 
NIAPV cites more than 200 specific incidents that 
occurred between 1986 and 1988 alone. Here are a 
few of the lowlights: 

¢ March 1986. A black student at the University of 
Texas is threatened at gunpoint by two white stu- 
dents wearing Ronald Reagan masks. Later that 
month, a cross is burned on the lawn of an all-black 
fraternity at the University of Alabama. 

¢ April 1986. Two black women at the University 
of Maryland charge four white men living in the 
campus apartment above them with engaging in a 
semester-long campaign of harassment. Among the 
women’s complaints: that the men placed excrement 
in the women’s heating unit. 

¢ May 1986. At the University of Rhode Island, a 
Jewish fraternity and 10 cars belonging to the frat’s 
members are spray-painted with anti-Semitic slurs. 
An anti-apartheid shanty at Johns Hopkins Universi- 
ty is set afire; several protesters inside suffer minor 
burns. 

¢ January 1987. A black student at Tufts University 
claims that a group of white men beat him with a 
stake while shouting racial epithets; at a protest 
against the attack, two motorists jeer at the crowd 
and menace the protesters by swerving toward them 
in their cars. 

¢ March 1987. A black football star at Pillsbury 
Baptist Bible College, in Owatona, Minnesota, is ex- 
pelled for dating a white woman. 

¢ January 1988. Gay students at the University of 
Alaska are verbally harassed and discover ANTI-FAG 
SOCIETY logos attached to their property. 

¢ March 1988. At Dartmouth University, four 
staffers of the conservative Dartmouth Review are 
charged with harassing a black professor; the four 
students are later expelled. At UCLA, the student- 
run Daily Bruin features two photos of a predomi- 
nantly black concert crowd. One caption describes 
the audience as “a mob,” while the other bears the 
message “Music soothes the savage beast.” 

¢ April 1988. A black female at an agricultural col- 
lege in Georgia hears the word “nigger” shouted 
from an all-male dorm just before she is shot with a 
BB gun. At the University of Vermont, someone 
paints the words DRINK BEERS, KILL QUEERS on a fra- 
ternity’s bus. 

¢ May 1988. Members of an all-white fraternity at 
Oklahoma °.ute University put on black-face make- 
up and d.".s,as slaves to serenade sorority members. 
In a series of racial incidents at the University of 
Washington the word NIGGER is scrawled on the en- 
trance to the Black Student Commission offices and 
a Latino student is beaten. And dozens of residents 
of a popular men’s dorm at the University of North 
Carolina, at Chapel Hill, are kicked out for harassing 
a black dorm manager. 

¢ July 1988. Two male students, one Chinese, the 
other Korean, are assaulted by four black men at 
Wayne State University, in Detroit; the victims claim 
the attack was racially motivated. 

¢ August 1988. A building slated to be the first all- 
black fraternity on Fraternity Row at the University 
of Mississippi is destroyed by fire; police suspect ar- 
son. 

* October 1988. Six fraternities and sororities at 
Depauw University, in Indiana, stage a “ghetto par- 
ty.” Officials at Smith College, in Northampton, re- 
port that minority students on campus found notes 
with racial slurs slipped under their doors; similar in- 
cidents are later reported at Bryn Mawr College, in 
Pennsylvania. 

A scan of recent headlines shows the trend has 
continued at area colleges. In 1990, GO BACK TO 
AFRICA was spray-painted on the Malcolm X House at 
Wesleyan University, in Connecticut; a week later, 
the university president’s office was fire-bombed. 
That same year, a student at Brown University was 
expelled for making racist and anti-gay remarks. 

In 1991, a student at Harvard University hung a 
Confederate flag from her dorm-room window, of- 
fending black students on campus; that fall, a black 
first-year student at Harvard Medical School at- 
tacked a white couple who showed up at a Hal- 
loween party as Clarence Thomas and Anita Hill, 
complete with blackface. 

Last year, anti-Semitic and anti-black graffiti 
stirred tensions at Curry College and Westfield Col- 
lege, respectively. Earlier this year, a black student at 
Williams College admitted to posting hate letters on 
the door of the Black Student Union as a way of in- 
spiring campus debate on racism.

demanding reforms in the Collegian’s elec- 
tion process (see “The Paper Chase,” page 
2). 

Last fall, the Amherst campus was rela- 
tively calm until September 25, when a 
white non-student named Francis 
Marchant, of Framingham, allegedly as- 
saulted Arlens Barosy, a black RA in Wash- 
ington Tower, a hi-rise dorm in Southwest 
that looms over the plaza where the 1986 
World Series brawl took place. 

Marchant allegedly struck Barosy, hol- 
lering racial slurs, after the RA ordered him 
to stop drinking in a public area in the 
dorm, a violation of university policy. The 
following weekend, Marchant returned; 
soon after, Barosy found excrement out- 
side his room and racial graffiti (reportedly 
NIGGR’S [sic] SUCK) scrawled on his door. 

Ten days later, UMass announced that 
Marchant would be charged with assault 
and battery and with violating Barosy’s 
civil rights; at this writing, his case has yet 
to go before Northampton District Court. 
- But black students on campus, outraged 
by the perception that school officials had 
dragged their feet in investigating the inci- 
dent, forced a confrontation with UMass 
officials. A candlelight vigil outside Wash- 
ington Tower in support of Barosy on the 
night of October 8 turned heated when a 
group of students rushed inside the dorm, 
in search of the two men who had hosted 
Marchant, before police could lock the 
doors. 

The UMass news office says about 30 
students entered Washington. Anne Miller, 
associate director of UMass housing ser- 
vices, says she saw about 80. Both agree, 
however, that vandalism was minimal and 
| students living in the dorm were never in 

danger. 
But Collegian editor Dan Wetzel, doing 
| double duty as a paid stringer for the As- 











| sociated Press, reported that between 150 
and 200 students invaded Washington, 

| rushing into unlocked rooms, bashing on 
doors, crying “Die, honky!”

AP story the next day. Wetzel has been 
criticized for his reporting, however, since 
he did not attend the protest, but relied on 
telephone reports from frightened resi- 
dents of the dorm, who had been instruct- 
ed to lock themselves in their rooms. 
Whether it was an unruly entry or an 
outright siege of Washington, UMass 
housing officials eventually met with the 
students who had rushed the building and 











agreed to their demand, which was to-kick 
Marchant’s hosts out of Washington. 


The tone was set for the rest of the 
semester. Racist, anti-Semitic, homopho- 
bic, and anti-police graffiti appeared peri- 
odically around campus. In December, a 
black male student reportedly assaulted a 
white male in the Central Residential Area. 


“99's 


The attack allegedly had racial overtones; 
police say the incident is under investiga- 
tion and refused to comment on the case. 

Meanwhile, a coalition of minority stu- 
dents came together and seized the oppor- 
tunity to present the administration with a 
list of further demands. “The kids on this 
campus understand that they have the abil- 
ity to act and produce a reaction,” says Bill 
Strickland, who teaches in the Afro-Amer- 
ican Studies Department. 

Federal mediators were brought in and, 
after several weeks of negotiations, UMass 
agreed to a number of the students’ re- 
quests. Included in the seven-point agree- 
ment were pledges of money to pay for 40 
new full scholarships for minority stu- 
dents, the hiring of two new minority 
staffers in the admissions office, and a vow 
to set a goal of 20 percent minority fresh- 
men enrollment by 1995. 

And, given the criticism of UMass hous- 
ing services’ handling of the Marchant in- 
vestigation, it’s interesting to note that Joe 
Zannini, executive director of housing ser- 
vices, was transferred to another depart- 
ment within the university in early Febru- 
ary. The UMass news office confirmed 
that the move was a lateral one, but re- 
fused comment when asked why Zannini 
was given a new assignment. 

Conservative students on campus said 
the administration caved in to students to 
avoid protests and building takeovers. 
“Basically, they [the minority students] re- 
alized that if they made enough noise, 
they’d get their demands met,” says Phil 
Brunault, chairman of the UMass chapter 
of Young Americans for Freedom. “The 
administration really folded.” 

Others believe UMass officials were 
simply putting up money for minority pro- 
grams without addressing the roots of 
campus problems. “The administration is 
acting like Santa Claus,” says David 
Nufiez, a Hispanic student who’s running 
for student-government president. 
“They’re giving money away like water. 
Well, money is nice, but what really has to 
happen is policy changes.” 

In spite of the bipartisan criticism, the 
UMass administration can point to a long 
list of programs it has inaugurated or 
sponsored over the last 20 years to pro-

mote sensitivity and diversity. The initia- 
tives run the gamut from organizing inter- 
national-theme nights in the dining com- 
mons, to providing space and capital for 
cultural centers, to requiring first-year stu- 
dents to take diversity courses. 

At one point, an entire 12-month period 
was designated the “Year Towards Civili- 
ty.” That was 1981. The only lasting im- 
pact it had seems to be that faculty mem- 
bers who’ve been around long enough still 
joke about the civiLity T-shirts. The jer- 
seys bore a logo of a dove whose wings 
took the shape of human hands. But when 
a woman would slip the shirt on, the 
“hands” appeared to be fondling her 
breasts. 

The gaffe is symbolic of UMass’s strug- 
gle with long-term vision when it comes to 
addressing social issues. For years, school 
officials have been reacting to problems as 
they arise, but — no doubt operating like 
most institutions of this size — have had 
less success in implementing effective

long-range programs intended to make the 
campus a more tolerant place. 

Hopes that the school’s myopia can be 
relieved have been pinned on Michael 
Hooker, who was appointed president of 
the UMass system, with five campuses 
statewide, last spring. Hooker, who re- 
ceived his doctorate in philosophy from 
UMass in the early 1970s, made his first 
official visit to the Amherst campus in the 
midst of negotiations between minority 
students and the administration last fall. 

“On almost all college campuses there’s 
a sense of estrangement that didn’t exist in 
my day,” he says. “There’s a sense of 
alienation, an absence of channels of com- 
munication.” 

That sense of alienation may be even 
more acute at UMass. Hooker, like many 
faculty members, remarks that campus- 
wide anxiety over the university’s dwin- 
dling budget — state funding for UMass 
dropped 30 percent from 1988 to 1992 —

has contributed to an overall atmosphere 
of agitation. 

The impact of the cuts can be seen all 
over the university. In four years, 180 full- 
time faculty positions were lost (most 
through attrition), tuition fees shot up 89 
percent, and the UMass library’s rank 
among American research libraries 
dropped from number 50 to 100. Mean- 
while, an undercurrent of frustration and 
anger has gripped the campus. 

When Hooker talks about UMass’s 
racial climate, he invokes the Big Picture. 
He discusses the indisputable link between 
racism, poverty, and educational opportu- 
nity, and he expresses optimism that the 
greater attention to social issues in the 
new White House administration — head- 
ed by his long-time friend, Bill Clinton — 
will trickle down in the form of greater tol- 
erance on the nation’s campuses. 

He points to his track record at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland-Baltimore County, 
where he was praised for his handling of 
race relations, and for overseeing a period 
when the drop-out rate of African-Ameri- 
can students fell dramatically. 

Hooker embraces the challenge of 
changing the climate at UMass, which he 
compares to turning a ship 
around at sea. “I’m firmly con- 
vinced that education does have 
the capacity to change human 
hearts and souls. I wouldn’t be in 
the business if I weren’t,” he says. 
“Certainly we won’t fully and 
completely change the attitudes 
and the hearts of all students. But 
we may make a difference and we 
have an obligation to do what we 
can.” 


Few question Hooker’s sinceri- 
ty. He quickly won over students 
with his openness and willingness 
to listen to their grievances. 
UMass faculty view him as an am- 
bitious man who’ll work hard to 
improve the entire system, then 
use his success to move on to a 
larger university. 

But Hooker’s office is in Bos- 
ton, 100 miles from Amherst. 
Grant Ingle, director of UMass’s 
office of human relations, sees the 
problems of racial discord up 
close, from a small office in the 
corner of a building known as 
“The Barracks,” located in the 
shadow of Southwest. Ingle has 
studied the problem of intolerance 
on the campus, and thinks he’s finally got 
a handle on how racial problems start — 
and what to do about them. 

“We concentrate first-year students in 
the residence halls — in some areas like 
Southwest, the figure is over 50 percent,” 
says Ingle, who grew up near the universi- 
ty and, like Hooker, attended graduate 
school at UMass. “What arises is an at- 
mosphere that ends up being — at best 
— unfriendly for people who are differ- 
ent, and at worst it ends up being active 
hostility.” 

Several issues exacerbate the situation, 
Ingle says. One problem is the university 
system itself. UMass has the sixth-largest 
on-campus residential population of all 
universities in the US — but it turns over 
by nearly a third each year, making it im- 
possible to create and sustain any sense of 
community. 

The rapid turnover distorts a campus’s

collective memory, too. Just a few 


| years after the World Series brawl, 


Ingle discovered, some students on 
campus were already questioning 
whether the incident was racially mo- 
tivated. Some doubted whether it had 
actually happened at all. 

Another problem involves UMass’s 
open-door party reputation. Although 
the campus has much stricter regula-

tions about public drinking today 
than it did a decade ago, many dorms 
still play weekend host to armies of 
non-students. Each Friday night, le- 
gions of hometown buddies arrive to 
visit their UMass pals, with cases of 
beer and little concern for the well- 
being of the university. 

The link between guests, alcohol, 
and hate crimes can’t be ignored. In- 
gle did his own informal study of 
people charged with committing such 
offenses at UMass since 1986. His 
profile of the typical perpetrator 
shows that most are white, male, and 
drunk (or well on their way). But In- 
gle also found that, in about half the 
cases he studied, the perpetrator was 
a non-student, typically a friend or 
relative of a UMass student. In an- 
other quarter of the cases, a UMass 
student acted with a guest. 

As Ingle likes to say, “When you 
enroll a student, you often get an en- 
tire community.” 

And a simple fact about those com- 
munities is inescapable. Nearly two- 
thirds of all UMass students come 
from cities and towns in the eastern 
half of Massachusetts, with a particu- 
larly high concentration inside the 
Route 495 belt. Many arrive at the 
university from predominantly white 
communities, from high schools 
where, if there were any minority stu- 
dents at all, they were a handful of 
black, Hispanic, or Asian kids 
shipped in from the inner city as part 
of an urban exchange program. And 
chances are, they never got to know

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them, anyway. 

Ingle isn’t accusing the eastern half 
of Massachusetts of breeding racists. 
In fact, he stresses that the problem 
persists statewide. But to address 
UMass’s racial problems, one has to 
go to the source. And the prime 
source here, it seems clear, is at the 
other end of the Mass Pike, in homes 
and neighborhoods throughout the 
eastern part of the state. 

“A lot of students come to UMass 
with little or no diversity training, 
with these naive assumptions and 
prejudices,” he says. “It’s not malice.

It’s ignorance. We do all sorts of 
things to address this in a remedial 
sense, . . . but it’s too little, too late.” 

Ingle believes incoming freshmen 
and transfer students need a longer 
orientation to campus, and that re- 
quired multi-cultural courses are vi- 
tal, too. But he’s also proposing a 
more radical notion: that UMass 
must establish joint diversity-aware- 
ness programs with high schools 
throughout the state, starting with the 
large “feeder” schools that send 
dozens of students to UMass each 
year, like Framingham and Brockton. 

“We have to intervene earlier in the 
pipeline,” says Ingle, who is studying 
the feasibility of implementing these 
joint programs. “The fundamental is- 
sue is that racial incidents are a prob- 
lem shared with the communities that 
send us students.” 

To drive home his point, Ingle 
notes that during the period between 
Thanksgiving and Christmas last 
year, 10 high schools in Eastern Mas- 
sachusetts reported racial incidents. 


Ingle is no Pollyanna, though. He 
knows that his proposal will be greet- 
ed with skepticism by school boards 
still trying to restore staff and pro- 
grams they had to cut due to the bud- 
get constraints of Proposition 2/2. “A 
lot of schools are still trying to get 
their art teacher or the football team 
back,” he says dryly. 

And Hooker concedes that the goal 
of enrolling a freshmen class with 20 





percent minority students by 1995 is 
“ambitious.” UMass has to compete 
with Ivy League schools for the top 
minority candidates, and the pool of 
academically qualified students of all 
races is already strained. Besides, 
school officials admit that bad public- 
ity from last year will discourage mi- 
nority applicants for fall 1993. 

But there are reasons for optimism, 
signs that change in the culture is un- 
der way at UMass. 

For the first time in recent memo- 
ry, two non-whites have formed a 
ticket and are running as a team for 
the titles of Student Government As- 
sociation president (David Nufez) 
and student trustee (Al Lizana, an 
African-American). As recently as last 
spring “the student senate was a 
Wonder Bread club,” says Nufiez, 
with few people of color elected to 
the body. But last fall, non-whites ran 
for seats in record numbers, and two 
dozen were voted in. They currently 
make up more than a quarter of the 
senate, and have created a formidable 
voting bloc. 

Thanks in part to the success of the 
basketball program, there are signs 
that the Massachusetts legislature is 
paying greater attention to UMass 
than it had in past years: state fund- 
ing for UMass was increased for fis- 
cal year 1993, and for the first time in 
five years the school’s budget wasn’t 
slashed. Many consider Governor 
William Weld an ally. “You hear Weld 
saying things Dukakis couldn’t get 
out of his mouth,” says acting chan- 
cellor Richard O’Brien. 

More money could mean a safer 
environment for everyone at UMass, 
since the hiring of additional profes- 
sional residential directors would 
provide a stronger adult presence in 
the dorms. This would take some 
pressure off student RAs, who often 
find themselves overwhelmed by the 
task of controlling their rowdy, 
drunken peers. 

Policy changes could be afoot, too: 
Thomas Robinson, the new vice- 
chancellor of student affairs, has 
vowed to re-examine the university 
guest policy as part of a sweeping re- 
view of housing services. 

None of these changes ensures a 
harmonious racial climate at UMass, 
of course. And nothing can erase the 
bitter memories of UMass students 
who’ve felt the sting of racism. 

Students like Jeff Clayton, a sociol- 
ogy major from Wellfleet. Clayton 
was getting his soda cup refilled at a 
concession stand inside the Mullins 
Center not long ago when he distinct- 
ly heard the couple behind him mut- 
tering about the way he was “brown- 
ing” things. 

“And I thought I heard the word 
‘nigger,’ ” he adds matter-of-factly. 
“It kind of kicked me in the butt.” 

The run-in probably won’t keep 
Clayton from returning to the basket- 
ball arena. But the incident is a re- 
minder of why so many blacks won’t 
go there in the first place. School of- 
ficials say that the Mullins Center is 
symbolic of a new era for the people 
of UMass. But for blacks on the 
Amherst campus, that day must still 
seem far off. Qo

You see, Elliot M., Alice K.’s boyfriend of the past six 
months, has recently announced that he’d like to begin 
dating other women, and Alice K. is having a terrible time 
with this news.

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Hype or harm? 


The annual SI 


swimsuit issue 


t happens every February, a rite of winter to rival 
the appearance of Punxsutawney Phil. The Sports 
Illustrated swimsuit issue is published and 
(depending on your point of view) it either beau- 
tifies or haunts the area’s newsstands until spring. This 
year’s models hit the racks a few weeks ago, and sales 
have been as brisk as February winds. Out of Town | 
News, in Harvard Square, sold about 100 a day during 
the first week, according to sales clerk Wayne McCoy. 
As usual, the issue has garnered extraordinary media 
attention since its release. Newsweek undertook a com- 
puter database search of major news organizations and 
found 42 references to the swimsuit issue in the first 
week after publication alone — that compares to 126 
mentions of Nannygate in an entire month. And you 
can be sure the media are not debating the relative mer- 
its of the Calvin Klein maillot ($141) and the Gottex 








string bikini ($340). Rather, it’s the controversy that 
erupts annually — and predictably — over the swimsuit 
issue that attracts media hype the way Ingrid’s net T- 
shirt (page 91) attracts stares from pubescent boys. 

The cycle runs something like this: the issue comes 
out in mid-February. The usual suspects voice displea- 
sure in the press (“Sports Illustrated has no problem 
using women here to sell magazines,” local NOW 
president Ellen Convisser told the Herald. “Yet they 

don’t... really | 

promote women’s 

sports”). Protesters 

assemble at scat- 

tered newsstands 

(“Ours only had 
about 10 or 12 this year,” says Out of Town’s 
McCoy). Next, a few weeks after publication, the SJ 
letters page consists of a point-counterpoint between 
an outraged coalition of feminists, concerned parents, 
puritanical librarians, and sports purists on one side, 
and an grateful gang of (usually male) gawkers on the 
other. The letters generally hold more entertainment 
value than the issue in question. 

In time, the controversy subsides for another year 
and SJ, which estimates that 41 million adults will 
read the 1993 swimsuit issue at $4.95 a pop (com- 
pared to some 24 million adults who'll read the maga- 
zine for $2.95 in an average week), is left to count its 
money. The whole ritual has become as much a part 
of winter as shoveling snow. 

And about as interesting. 

“I think the [swimsuit] issue itself is boring, sort of 
like a Cosmo for men,” says Audrey Stein, a New 
Yorker browsing the BU Bookstore’s magazine rack. 
“But the magazine isn’t nearly as boring as all the dis- 
cussion it generates.” 

“TI just don’t know what the big deal is,” says 
Colleen Seamans, as she admires model Vandela, 
sprawled in a La Perla bathing suit ($288) and robe 
($297) across pages 98 and 99. “Women’s groups 
have valid things to fight against, like domestic vio- 
lence, but I can think of better things for them to do 
with their time than protest pictures of women in 
bathing suits.” 

Boston Globe pop-culture pundit Steve Stark puts it 
this way: the swimsuit-issue controversy “has become 
a national cliché.” 
Indeed, it has. Which is not to say that the swim- 
suit protesters don’t

have valid objec- 
tions. No one, after all, will ever 
accuse the swimsuit issue of advancing the cause of 
gender equality — it does exploit and objectify 
women; and, no, Sports Illustrated doesn’t celebrate 
the achievements of women athletes during the year 
the way it does the torsos of its bronzed models come 
swimsuit time. 

But you can bet the swimsuit issue will be back like 
Punxsutawney Phil next February, and with that in 
mind, let’s draw a line in the sand on all the hype. 
Browser Audrey Stein poses this rhetorical pun: “Can 
you say Overexposure?”

used tomes, Boston and its en- 
virons are a veritable happy 
hunting ground, a bibliophile’s 
hog heaven. With so many 
kinds of shops around, from the 
rare and antiquarian to the spe- 
cialized, this necessarily selective guide 


| will consider the needs of the general 


reader who’s looking for bargains as well 
as illumination. , 
Fed by the colleges and universities in 
the area, most stores carry a solid collec- 
tion of first-rate literature, scholarly texts, 
and old editions, with prices ranging from 


| a few bucks into the hundreds. Still, each 


store has its strengths and weaknesses, 
and one of the delights of browsing is 
finding out what these are. Some carry a 
small selection of current titles at dis- 
counts. And if you don’t see what you 
want, a number of booksellers offer search 
service for hard-to-get titles. 

Most of these stores buy books, with 
payment generally beginning at about a 
quarter of the price for a new book (of 
course, collectibles go for more) and de- 
creasing according to age and demand. 
Make an appointment before bringing 
books in, since some owners buy books 
only at certain times of the year, and it’s 
wise to find out if there’s some interest in 
your particular wares. There’s not much 
excitement about another copy of King 
Lear — many stores are interested only in 


| specific subjects. Also, decide whether you 
| want cash or credit with the store — you'll 


| get more on credit than you will in cash. 


Each book store has its particular atmo- 


| sphere — I haven’t run into a used-book 
| store yet that lacked a whiff of eccentricity. 
| There’s the brusque and businesslike (a 


look of disappointment if you aren’t sure 
of the author or title), the friendly and 
funky, the dank and dreary. While you 
browse, keep in mind the used-book-

ae n the liner notes to his recent al- 
bum, The Juliet Letters, Elvis 
Costello says that “for everything 
that digital recording gains in 
noise reduction and supposed 
clarity, there are unacceptable 
losses of warmth and depth.” As 
the number of used-record stores in Bos- 
ton suggests, the King of America isn’t the 
only one yearning for the sounds of vinyl. 
So if you’re filling out your music col- 
lection and have a hankering for some 
good old vinyl, visit any one of the used- 
record stores in the Boston area. Most sell 
— and buy — hard-to-find 45- and 33- 
inch records, like the infamous Beatles 
“butcher” album (which featured those 
four boys in blood-splattered aprons with 
baby limbs strewn about). If you’re look- 
ing to sell your own stuff, most stores of- 
fer the best prices for jazz, blues, and R&B 
music; generally, they pay half of what 
they would sell the record, tape, or CD 
for. And if you’re one of the people who 
think there’s more than “supposed clarity” 
on CDs (or cassettes), there are places 
aplenty to purchase those. 
Looney Tunes has one of the best used- 
record selections in town. With locations 
in Boston (at 1106 Boylston Street) and 
Cambridge (at 1001 Mass Ave), Looney 
Tunes offers an inventory that includes ev- 
erything from a four-song, 45-inch Beatles 
EP featuring “I’m a Loser” and 
“Mr. Moonlight” ($125) to 
the long-forgotten sound- 
track to The Pirate Movie. 
“We sell more records 
than anything,” says co- (\ 
owner Louis DuPont, © 
although the store % 
also carries CDs and cassettes. 
But, he adds, most record collec- 
tors aren’t paying for the music — 
usually, they’re interested in original 
recordings or hard-to-find album 
cover art. (Covers designed by 
David Stone Martin, for 
example, a popular 
artist in the 50s and 
’60s, are of value, as 
is the Beatles butch- Gey 
er album, which was 
discontinued due to 
public outcry.) Opera, 
show tunes, and ’80s 
pop music have fallen off \ \& 
the bandwagon, while jazz \ 
titles (such as Sonny Rollins ~~ 
or Paul Desmond) are still 
big sellers. 
“People want the artifact, and 
jazz was such an LP thing,” 
says co-owner Patrick Mc- 
Grath, speculating on the 
popularity of jazz records. 
“Not only do they have the 
music, but also the artifact 
of the era.”

Call 247-2238 (Bos- 
ton) and 876-5624 (Cambridge). 
How do you know if you’ve got a valu- 
able old record on your hands? 
According to Jack Woker, of Stereo 
Jack’s (1704 Mass Ave, Cambridge), 
records imprinted with an RCA “shaded 
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dog” (the original rendering of the RCA 
dog and megaphone) are particularly valu- 
able, as are classical recordings from the 
Mercury Living Presence series (which 
date from the late ’50s to mid-’60s), and 
the Blue Note original LPs. On the other 
hand, albums by Dan Fogelberg, Kenny 
Loggins, or Stevie Nicks are virtually 
worthless (expect about 25 cents for one 
of these) unless you just happen to like the 
music. 

“We’re interested in something other 
than the big hits of the last 20 years,” says 
Woker, who also hosts The Jazz Gallery on 
WGBH Radio. “Sometimes value is deter- 
mined by quality and not by demand.” 

Stereo Jack’s sells used records, new and 
used CDs, and cassettes. The store is open 
Monday through Friday from 10 a.m. to 7 
p.m., on Saturday from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m., 
and on Sunday from noon to 7 p.m. Call 
497-9447. 

If you flip through the tens of thousands 
of records at Cheapo Records (645 Mass 
Ave, Cambridge), you just might find the 
Best of Bread for $1.99, or a first-edition 
Elvis for $50. The store also carries used 
music books, CDs, and cassettes. 

“We still actively buy vinyl,” says man- 
ager Zina Purvins. Blues, jazz, soul, and 
R&B are among the more popular items. 

According to Purvins, Madonna records 
that feature her picture on the center of 
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the disc are valuable, as are independent 
labels such as Sub-Pop, SST, and 
Rockville. And, of course, the Apple label 
— the company of the Beatles, James Tay- 
lor, Billy Preston, Modern Jazz Quartet, 
and Mary (“Those Were the Days”) Hop- 
kin — can also make you some substantial 
pocket money. 

Cheapo Records is open Monday through 
Wednesday from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m., on 
Thursday and Friday from 10 a.m to 9 
p.m., on Saturday from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m., 
and on Sunday from 11 a.m. to 5 p.m. Call

“We don’t want scratched-up albums, 
or things that won’t sell, like Culture Club 
or disco stuff,” says Ray Lemay, of Déja 
Vu, in the Arcade in Coolidge Corner. 
Duke Ellington, Miles Davis, Benny 
Goodman, and Dizzy Gillespie are favored 
musicians, whereas show tunes and movie 
soundtracks don’t sell well. 

The store sells used records, CDs, and 
cassettes, but Lemay says he personally 
prefers records to CDs. “I think the sound 
is better on them than on a CD,” he says. 
“If you’ve got a very expensive stereo sys- 
tem, records sound better than CDs.” 

Déja Vu pays a couple of dollars for 
used albums; most sell for anywhere be- 
tween $1 and $10. 

The store also has a large branch in Nat- 
ick (154 East Center Street, on Route 135; 
call 508-653-6921). The Brookline store is 
open Monday through Saturday from 11 
a.m. to 6 p.m. Call 739-2848. 

For obscure, alternative, hard-core, or 
punk music, visit Mystery Train (locations 
at 1208 Mass Ave, in Cambridge, and at 
306 Newbury Street, in Boston). The 
store has a vast collection of what one 
salesperson calls “weird fringe rock.” 
Again, if you’re looking to make a couple 
of bucks on your own albums, be sure 
they’re free of scratches. Mystery Train is 
only interested in used records that are in 
excellent condition.

A 
CD costs anywhere from $1 to $10; cas- 
settes cost from 50 cents to $3; and viny] 
varies in price. The store carries everything 
from Guy Lombardo to classical music. 

Planet Records is open Monday through 
Thursday from 10 a.m. to 8 p.m., on Fri- 
day and Saturday from 10 a.m. to 9 p.m., 
and on Sunday from noon to 7 p.m.

If you want to get rid of your copy of 
Bruce Springsteen’s Born To Run or the 
Rolling Stones’ Tattoo You, don’t visit 
Pipeline Records (1910 Mass Ave, in 
Porter Square). On the other hand, if 
you’re a James Brown fanatic, this is the 
place to go. The store specializes in ob- 
scure R&B, jazz, and soul music, with 
prices ranging from 99 cents to $70. 
Pipeline carries 45- and 33-inch records, 
used CDs, and cassettes; if you’re selling, 
expect about half of the price they’d sell it 
for. Or you can ask for store credit, which 
will give you 25 percent more than you’d 
get in cash. 

Pipeline Records is open Monday 
through Saturday from 11 a.m. to 7 p.m., 
and on Sunday from noon to 5 p.m.

Wear old clothes when you go to Disc 
Diggers (401 Highland Avenue, 
Somerville). Though the store specializes 
in used CDs and tapes (prices range from 
99 cents to $10.99), there’s also a bin 
filled with scads of old records. But you’ve 
got to be willing to poke around and look 
to find the really great buys. Incidentally, 
Disc Diggers doesn’t buy vinyl, only CDs 
and tapes.

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Se f you want to know the distinction 
between vintage and used clothing, 
just ask any of the dozen or so lo- 
cal retailers who specialize in “gen- 
tly worn” garments. ‘ 

Most vintage collections start 

with pieces from the Victorian era 

and end with items from the early ’60s. A 

few include some stuff from the ’70s, in or- 

der to satisfy today’s “retro” tastes. Age 

aside, the common criterion for vintage col- 

lections is style: each piece should be 
unique, well crafted, and worth the price. 

“Used” clothing, by contrast, is a more 

generic term: it refers to clothes that have 





been worn before and can be bought cheap- _ 


ly; style isn’t necessarily a part of the equa- 
tion. 

The following stores fall into the vintage 
category, and they all share one trait: 
they’re stamped with personality. 

Owner Betsy Dolan, of Café Society 
(131 Cypress Street, Brookline), character- 
izes her store as a place to find “one-of-a- 
| kind, creative clothing.” Items include an 
incredible pair of silver-framed glasses for 

$25 that will need new lenses, and fabulous 
coats from the 1920s adorned with Persian 
lambswool ($55.). Dolan also rents out 
quality period costumes originating at any 
| point from the Victorian era to the pre- 
seme, for $30 to $45. You'll find great 
prices on antique and locally crafted con- 
| temporary jewelry, beaded purses, tuxes, 
| hats (she’s currently selling some of her pri- 
| vate collection), men’s suits, sweaters, and 
| more. 

| Café Society is open Monday through Sat- 
| urday from 11 a.m. to 6 p.m., and on Sun- 
| day from 1 to 5 p.m. Call 738-7186. 

| Another option is Astoria (52 Concord 
| Square, in the South End), which has a 
| “frequent buyer’s club” called Vintage Ad- 
| dictions. Owner Twyla Reardon will show 
| you her collection of collars and cuffs, 
| which are delicate, primarily hand-stitched 
| lace pieces. She suggests pairing them with 
| jeans and a bustier (nice look, if you can 
| wear it). The store also stocks crinolines, 
| parasols, feather boas, and vintage stock- 
| ings (never worn). Reardon is an expert 
| on the history of each fashion era, and she 
| handcrafts many of the accessories dis- 
| played in the store’s various nooks. 

| Astoria is open Tuesday through Satur- 
day from 12:30 to 7 p.m., and on Sunday 
from 1 to 5 p.m.

One of the founders of the vintage move- 

bey in Boston is Strutter’s (locations at 

257 Newbury Street, in the Back Bay, and 
at 202a Harvard Avenue, in Allston), where 
the clientele fits not-so-neatly into three 
| categories. Members of the college crowd 
go for the used denim ($15 to $20) and the 
new and used motorcycle jackets ($150 to 
| $175). Trendsetters, like Mass Art and 
| Berklee students, covet the vintage goods 
| (for example, bowling shirts and black 
| cocktail dresses, in the $10 to $40 range). 
| Finally, the true collectors tend to lust after 
| the item hanging on the wall, a black, silk- 
| satin tulle dress, which is hand-stitched and 
adorned with bugle beads and sequins 
($350.). Strutter’s dry-cleans each piece 
before it goes on the floor. The store also 
carries a large inventory of “new/old” vin- 
tage clothing — items from past eras that 
have never been worn.

Great Eastern Trading Company (49

guidelines for vintage goods, but looks in- 
stead for pieces that have both character 
and quality. You can find everything here, 
from starched white shirts ($8) to a 1908 
Knights of Columbus uniform, complete 
with two hats, kidskin gloves, belt, and sash 
($250). Check out the silk-velvet dressing 
robe with lace inset, the Bolivian Milk- 
maid’s jacket, and the “grunge wall,” where 
Clauss combines a Victorian peasant dress 
with a ’90s vest. Bring in your kid and out- 
fit her in genuine Lederhosen (little suede 
overalls, from $18 to $20).

For a more elegant “boutique” environ- 
ment, visit Reddog, established in 1976

7 This store combines its in-

plus a small amount of contemporary cloth- 
ing. For a special evening, consider a mint- 
condition plum-colored ’20s flapper dress, 
hand-detailed with exquisite silver rhine- 
stones and crystal beads ($300). Or slip 
into a full-length silk-satin ’30s “glamour- 
puss” dress in (of course) red ($130). Red- 
dog also offers a fine collection of silk and 
cotton lingerie, men’s ’40s gabardine pants, 
shirts, and vintage ties.

Two exciting finds in Jamaica Plain are 
Gumshoe and Collector’s Corner, both of 
which have limited business hours, but are 
well worth hunting down.

But 
while pursuing vintage accessories, owner 
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Otto Johnson also collects a great line of 
outerwear and Hawaiian shirts. He has a 
few choice wool and cashmere sweaters, 
and the occasional lucky surprise. Inventory 
rotates to match the season. There are only 
two racks of clothing in the rear of the 
store, and a few pieces strewn amongst the 
Fiestaware, luggage, and mint-condition 
appliances, but they’re all high-quality and 
reasonably priced. Don’t miss the bolts of 
vintage fabric and curtains. 

Gumshoe is open “mid-afternoon” on 
weekends, and at various other unplanned 
hours. Call 522-5066. 

You'll find Collector’s Corner fenced off 
inside the First Baptist’s Church’s regular 
thrift store (631 Centre Street). The inven- 
tory is collected from auctions and estate 
sales, mostly vintage (although an Agnes B. 
silk shirt recently sold for $10). Nice party 
dresses and funky coats. No men’s cloth- 
ing, per se, and the mannequins are conser- 
vatively dressed according to the strict 
guidelines of the church. Jewelry is dis- 
played on Saturday, and all proceeds bene- 
fit charity. 

Collector’s Corner is open Wednesday, 
Friday, and Saturday from 10 a.m. to 3 p.m.

The Garment District (200 Broadway, 
Cambridge) is one of the largest stores in 
the area — 2000 square feet — with the 
widest mix of used and vintage goods. It’s a 
jungle of racks and fabric, and you usually 
need to go back a few times to appreciate 
the sheer mass of inventory. The Garment 
District stocks denim, sweaters, coats, 
vests, shirts, ties, dresses, velvet, retro, 
grunge: you can be tidy or trendy, chic or 
just unique. Prices fit almost any budget. 
Accessories range from $5 to $15. 
“Restyled” pieces (vintage items that have 
been refashioned or updated) range from 
$9 to $92. There is a massive children’s de- 
partment and an equally large shoe section.

Hip parents will adore 
the new/old children’s clothes (ask to see 
the size-8 blue gabardine jacket with striped 
flannel lining, $45).

Saturday is “Trash Disco” night at Venus 
de Milo — the staff dresses in glitter tops 
and neon jumpsuits from Oona’s (locations 
at 1110 Boylston Street, in Boston, and at 
1210 Mass Ave, in Cambridge). For less 
that $50, you can get the look, too: lamé 
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top, bellbottoms, medallion, and platforms. 
New and used leathers start at $5. The Bos- 
ton location tends to cater to the rock-and- 
roll crowd, as well as the hip-hop and rave 
types that spill over from the west end of 
Newbury Street (no doubt looking to buy 
creations from local hat designer Michael 
Penn). Oona’s Cambridge location carries 
many of the same kinds of vintage items, 
along with more “earthbound” fabrics, less 
leather. Great curtains at both stores.

Imagine a charcoal-and-white dot-print 
men’s Armani suit, marked down to $236 
from its original (last year) retail price of

should be cleaned, pressed, and on hangers 
— and will consider any quality contempo- 
rary articles, with the exception of fur.

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ouldn’t it be nice if furniture 
multiplied? For instance, you 
return from a weekend away 
to find that your couch has 
mated with a chair to produce 
the ultimate loveseat. Or 
maybe a romantic interlude 
between the kitchen table and a sideboard 
results in that cute little hybrid known as a 
coffee table. 

Unfortunately, even candlelight and soft 
music won’t make an armoire feel 
amorous, so the task of accumulating fur- 
nishings is left to us humans. And if you 
can’t afford to waltz into a retail furniture 
showroom and say, “I’ll take it,” try the 
next best thing: a used-furniture store. 
You can find some unique and funky fur- 
nishings that won’t cost an arm and a leg. 

With the exception of a few, most used- 
furniture stores do not accept returns, so 
it’s your responsibility to ensure that the 
springs in your new sofa haven’t sprung 
before you lug it out the door. Be sure to 
examine each piece closely for defects 
suchas wobbly legs, cracks, rips, or draw- 
ers that need to be pried open. 

Don’t be daunted by the term “antique,” 
which sounds synonymous with expensive. 
A piece of furniture must be 100 years old 
before it can be classified as a genuine an- 
tique, but plenty of so-called antique 
stores sell furniture that’s newer than that 
— or, if not, that’s still cheaper than you’d 
expect. Most pieces are valued according 
to condition and wood type. Hardwoods 
such as mahogany, cherry, and oak com- 
mand the highest prices, while softer 
woods like pine, poplar, and birch cost 
less. Knowledgeable store owners will 
gladly identify a species of wood if you 
ask. Also, prices at most used-furniture 
stores can be reasonably negotiated, so go 
ahead and haggle a bit. 

Because the inventory at the following 
used-furniture stores fluctuates with sup- 
ply and demand (especially in September 
with the influx of students), you may want 
to call ahead if you have a particular piece 
in mind. At Antique Revival (1 Harvard 
Avenue, Allston), you’ll find mostly ma- 
hogany and oak pieces from the ’30s and 
40s. The store specializes in quality re- 
stored furniture, and the inventory ranges 
from desks and dining-room tables to bu- 
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reaus and bed frames. 

Antique Revival is open Monday 
through Saturday from 9:30 a.m.

The Bilderbergers? I hate to sound like a broken record, but we all know who really 
runs this sector of the galaxy — not that it’s all parades and flowers, mind you. “Idiot!” I 
was hollering at one of my lackeys a while back, “I wanted a president who was a sax buff, 
not a sex” — well, you know. But we got it all straightened out in the end. 

As for the Bilderbergers, they’re another one of those discussion groups for world lead- 
ers that have become a target of right-wing crazy people. They’re a little more secretive 
than most. You may remember we had a similar question some years ago about the Trilat- 
eral Commission, which also sponsors meetings of international big shots. I was delighted 
to discover that this supposedly secret nerve center of the one-world conspiracy was listed 
in the New York phone book. 

Not so the Bilderbergers, and there wasn’t much about them in the clip file, either. No 
problem. I figured, hey, all these guys must hang out together, I’ll call up my buds at the 
Trilateral Commission and ask for the Bilderbergers’ number. Sure enough, although 
they’re not all members of the same bowling league (the Bilderberg folks are headquar- 
tered in Amsterdam, so they couldn’t get together on Wednesdays), they do have some 
contact. In short order, I’d gotten the number of a fellow named Charles in New York 
who does administrative and consulting work for the Bilderbergers. 

Turns out there really isn’t a Bilderberg “group” (although there is a 30-or-so-member 
steering committee), just an annual Bilderberg meeting, so named because it was first 
held in May 1954 in the Bilderberg Hotel, in Oosterbeek, Holland. Why Holland? It was 
the tulips, surely, but also the fact that the thing was organized by Prince Bernhard of the 
Netherlands, a devout internationalist who wanted to get selected leaders from Europe 
and North America together on a regular basis to talk about global problems. (The 
Japanese weren’t invited — one of the reasons for the Trilateral Commission, in fact, was 
to cut the Japanese in on the world-conspiracy action.) Typically, there are about 100 at- 
tendees; apart from the core group, it’s usually different people from government, busi- 
ness, and labor each time. Bill Clinton made the cut a couple of years ago. 

What do they talk about at Bilderberg meetings? Deep stuff, although from the stand- 
point of riveting your attention, I don’t know that it ranks up there with the fate of Mike 
Ditka. Charles was kind enough to send an old press release for the 1992 meeting in 
Evian, France, which lists such ponderous topics as “Prospects for the Former Soviet Re- 
publics,” “What Should Be Done for Eastern Europe,” and “Wither the United States?” 
Then again, I’ve never actually been to a meeting, my invite having been swallowed up by 
the same postal black hole that got my MacArthur genius grant, so for all I know it’s a 
front and what they really do is sit around in their skivvies and swap dirty jokes. Be that as 
it may, such luminaries as George Ball have written warmly about the experience. 

All this internationalism has earned the enduring wrath of the America First element, 
notably the ultra-right Liberty Lobby, which goes after the Bilderbergers periodically in its 
newspaper, the Spotlight. (Other targets include the Federal Reserve, the Electoral Col- 
lege, and Social Security.) Prior to the fall of communism, the idea that international co- 
operation might lead to a one-world state run by the Bolsheviks had the necessary few 
molecules of plausibility to give even sensible people the occasional twinge. Now it all just 
seems quaint. Worry about something important, like what’s for lunch.

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Rocco’s 


Grazing in paradise

have a couple of problems going into 

Rocco’s that you won’t have. One is 

that co-owner Patrick Bowe is an ac- 

quaintance of mine from his days in 

the wine trade. I have never social- 
ized with restaurateurs, of course, but I 
once allowed myself a few meetings with 
wine merchants. Little did I suspect that the 
nice fellow from Martignetti’s would go into 
restaurant management at the Harvest and 
the Landmark Inn, and then start his own 
place five years ago. As a result, I have to 
sneak in at lunchtime, when Patrick isn’t 
greeting at the front desk, so I won’t be rec- 
ognized. You, when you go to Rocco’s, can 
enjoy his company. Lucky you. 

My other problem is that I don’t entire- 
ly approve of Rocco’s retreat from the 
wild eclecticism of the restaurant’s early 
menus to the common-denominator Ital- 
ianissimo you find there today. For me, 
beginning every fancy dinner since 1989 
with focaccia and olive oil poured onto a 
plate has become a trial by boredom. The 
early Rocco’s was a wonderful, whimsi- 
cally different place. But 
apparently you readers 
don’t have my problem — 
you must like all those 
North Italian yupporiums, 
or they wouldn’t be doing 
well enough to encourage 
Rocco’s to join the parade. 

I was lured past my 
problems by reports that 
culinary-surprise tactics. It a 
would be premature to re- 
port that. The good news 
is that a competent 
kitchen got me past most 
of my quibbles about the 
food. At our lunch there 
were some problems in the 
entrees, but you won’t 
have those problems, ei- 
ther, because this column 
will advise you how to 
graze around them. 

In fact, I’m going to ad- 
vise you to treat your visit 
to Rocco’s as a perfect 
blind date. You advertised 
for someone with a “sense 
of humor,” right? Here’s a 
restaurant with a sense of 
humor, and a lover’s at- 
tention to detail. You can 
see the intelligence and 
curiosity of the owners immediately in the 
light fixtures hanging like bathyscaphs in 
the tall, triplex space. And in the whimsi- 
cally Roccocco (get it?) ceiling paintings 
and tabletop folk-art pieces. And even in 
the music tapes with Ry Cooder and Taj 
Mahal winking out of the soft-rock mix. 
Beneath all this, there are Windsor chairs 
and wooden tables, like an Ivy League 
dining hall gone berserk. The carefully 
crafted mix of teasing and comfort tell 
you this is a fun place. 

But then comes the bread served with a 
cruet of olive oil, that emblematic cliché. 
And the bread at lunch was a focaccia so 
rich that additional oil could be justified 
only by the fruitiest of virgin-olive aro- 
mas. Which it had. 

Next came a Caesar salad ($5.75) de- 
scribed as “with lots of garlic and anchovy,” 
but having a low-on-garlic cream sauce 
with the lone anchovy laid out on top. 
Grounds for negativity, had the dish not 
been saved by superlative parmesan cheese 
and roasted red pepper. I had a similar 
stop-and-start reaction to stewed baby 
clams ($5.75), which were short on the 
promised capers but still had a Portuguese 
kind of richness to the tomafo sauce.

joyment of the arugula-and-orange salad 
($6), a brilliant combination of bitter and 
sweet (and rich, toasted almonds) with a 
clever garnish of orange peel stained red. 
Nor with the “hot grilled salad” ($6.75), 
high-quality greens wilted with a dressing 
in which the sun-dried tomatoes seemed 
to melt into the oil, topped with squid 
rings in a crunchy corn-meal batter. 

And I found something perfect — only 
one such is needed — a roasted eggplant, 
garlic, and bread soup ($5) as gently per- 
suasive as any garlic soup in my own mid- 
dling life of garlic-soup-making. And 
something new and clever, a mashed- 
potato cake ($6), with fried bits of Italian 
cold-cut meat inside and a comfortingly 
crisp crust, in two sauces: a hot marinara 
and a more neutral creamy contrast. 

For grazers, there will always be anoth- 
er tempting morsel at Rocco’s, another 
hip soda, another novelty. 

The lunch menu is essentially the same as 
the dinner menu, save that the latter adds a 
flight of regional entrees. I had some prob- 
lems at the lunch-entree level, and thus ad- 
vise to tread lightly at dinner. For example, 
the kitchen clearly has a rock-hard theory of 
risotto, jawbreaker rice 
served both as a main attrac- 
tion, under admittedly deli- 
cious pancetta cubes, chick- 
en livers, and perfect 
caramelized onions ($9.50); 
and as a side dish, with oth- 
erwise excellent rolled chick- 
en breast ($9.25). The rolled 
chicken parts were a great- 
looking nuovo-braciol’ with a 
hammy-tarragon filling, a 
much better indicator for the 
big entrees at night. But 
dodge that risotto. 

Vermicelli puttanesca 
($8) lwas a whorish purple 
with a tart, capery taste and 
an undertone of anchovy. 
Good enough, but what 
about the black-pepper fet- 
tuccine ($8.75) with not- 
so-much shredded lamb 
and not-so-cooked-in wine, 
and overly underdone pas- 
ta? Three strikes and 
you’re out. And the “frittata 
tripetta” ($8), for brunch- 
ers, was misleadingly titled 
scrambled eggs sliced with 
separately sautéed aspara- 
gus and tomatoes. Good 
home fries on that one, 
though. 

The wine list is simply outstanding, 
mostly Italian, every bottle an education 
in itself. And the metaphor of a witty lover 
returns to the mind with each sip of mar- 
velous coffee ($1.50) or cappuccino 
($2.90), and each taste of the stunning 
desserts. Last impressions are important. 

That tiramisu ($6), more cream than 
lady fingers, with airy bits of cookies like 
peanut-brittle foam! That chocolate cus- 
tard with homemade cookies ($5.75), 
topped with a caramel crust like a créme 
briilée. Now that was chocolate! So was 
the chocolate-mousse torte, thoughtfully 
offered in two portion sizes ($3.25, $6). 
The big one consisted of two slices of 
great cake, with extra mousse frosting in 
a cup. The blood-orange tart ($3, $5.75), 
was smartly arranged over a half-layer of 
cheesecake to enrich the subtle flavor of 
blood-orange slices.

You won’t find posters of Kurt Cobain adorning the walls of the Nirvana 
Café. Nor will you discover a roomful of Buddhists perched on medita- 
tion pillows — though the food at this Newbury Street eatery will leave 
you at peace with your paunch. Nirvana Café is a Middle Eastern-influ- 
enced sandwich shop with a menu heavy on fresh, non-greasy fare. Its re- 
frigerator case is full of crunchy salads, like the sampler plate featuring a 
fresh, crisp tabouli ($4.95). There are also some unusual items, such as 
“lunch muffins” ($3.25) — big pastries with tasty combo fillings like 


spinach, broccoli, and cheese or tomato and feta. The soup is a good bet: 


try the black bean, a hearty concoction with lots of veggies. You can get a

simple deli sandwich for $4,

The staff is friendly and, despite 
its setting in a basement-level room, Nirvana Café is surprisingly cheer- 
ful, with pretty stenciling along the wall edges, a beautiful dried-flower 
arrangement over the counter, and soft music — none of it by a certain 


Seattle-based grunge band — playing on the stereo. 
Nirvana Café, located at 226 Newbury Street, is open Monday 
through Saturday, from 9 a.m. to 8 p.m., and on Sunday, from 11 a.m.

The Institute of Contemporary Art’s new exhibit, which 
opens this Wednesday, is about cross-dressing. But be- 
fore you start thinking that this is just an offspring of a 
certain trendy gender-bender film, consider that “Cur- 
rents 93: Dress Codes” was past the premise stage and 
into production before The Crying Game started heat- 
ing up the hip-happening thermometer in December. 

In fact, “Dress Codes” was conceived in November. 
ICA curator Matthew Teitelbaum says the idea was a 
reaction to what he and the exhibit’s other curators, 
ICA visiting curator Bruce Ferguson and assistant reg- 
istrar Lia Gangitano, perceived as the growing interest 
of artists in dress. The three soon narrowed their focus 
to cross-dressing. And now, after a very short gestation 
period, we have the photographs, paintings, videos, and 


Codes” ignores art-history boundaries 
in favor of a cultural theme. “It’s an 
exhibit,” says Teitelbaum, “that starts 
from a central idea and spins off it in 
various directions. The central idea is 
that we all create our own selves, and 
that the definitions by which people 
tend to classify individuals and groups 
often don’t hold.

It begins 
with a question and explores various 
possible answers.

The MFA unreels Asia 


he Museum of Fine Arts’ film series often 

have an exotic quality that the average 

moviegoer may find forbidding. Sure, over 

past months, the MFA schedule has includ- 
ed mainstream material like the Boston premiere 
of Woody Allen’s Husband and Wives. But the museum 
devotes most of its screen time to series like “RAI2 
Italy: The Other Cinema,” “Yiddish Film Between Two 
Worlds,” and “The Films of Andrzej Wajda.” 

Yet even if the MFA’s movies are a little too out-there 
for those of us who prefer indulging in the Terminator to 
intellectualizing about neo-realism, many of them prove 
that just because the director’s name is unpronounce- 
able doesn’t mean his or her film is impenetrable. Take 
the entries in this year’s “Asian American International 
Film Festival,” which runs from March 12 to 26. 
A mix of documentaries and fiction features made in

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the last couple years by folks of Asian 
descent from all over the globe, these 
films make the world seem a lot 
smaller. 

This is the second year the MFA has 
presented this festival. Partly, it is a 
branch of the Asian Cinevision festival given every 
summer in New York for the past 15 years. That’s the 
origin of more than half of the MFA’s 20 offerings. The 
rest were brought in by the MFA film department, 
which is headed by Bo Smith. 

Smith says Asian film series are the museum’s most 
successful. This is the third such series he’s produced 
since last fall. And it is one of a dozen the MFA has 
held over the past two years. 

It’s true that films by or about folks of Asian descent 
have not made much impact on a national scale. But 
Smith sees a future for them, and some present as 
well. He points to the popularity of Hong Kong action 
films, adding that their directors are becoming Holly- 
wood prey. And he notes the popularity of Mira Nair, 
the Indian-American who made Salaam Bombay! and 
last year’s Mississippi Masala, which starred Denzel 
Washington and Ranjit Chowdhry. 

Chowdhry herself wrote and stars in a festival entry 
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who wrote the text, wrote the work on commission from 
the Gay Men’s Chorus of Los Angeles. The program will 
also include a transcription of the Hallelujah from 
Beethoven’s Mount of Olives, settings of Walt Whitman’s 
poetry, and music from the Broadway musical

called Sam and Me (March 26). It’s a comedy directed 
by Canadian Deepa Mehta about the relationship be- 
tween aii elderly Israeli and his Indian caretaker. An- 
other comedy being shown is My Love, My Bride 
(March 19), which was made in Korea by Lee Myung- 
sel. It’s an episodic look at a couple treading in rough 
newlywed waters. 

Some of the festival’s more serious films deal with 
Asia’s grim political and social realities. To Liv(e) 
(March 18), made in the US and Hong Kong, is a 
documentary about the Vietnamese community of 
Hong Kong. It was inspired by Liv Ullmann’s 1990 
visit to protest the deportation of Vietnamese refugees. 
Sin City Diary (March 12) is a half-hour documentary 
about the strip in the Philippines where all the US 
Navy men head for R&R — i.e., sex with women who 
see hope only in marriage to an American. 

The best of the lot may be My Sons (March 25). It 
mixes everyday issues of love, growing up, and grow- 
ing old with the lyrical beauty that’s the trademark of 
the most famous Asian films. Plus, the director’s name, 
Yoji Yamada, is easy to pronounce.

An appreciation

was out for the evening through most of the ’80s, 
so I pretty much missed whatever was happening 
on the tube that decade. If I came home early — 
11:30 or midnight — I would flip on WPIX in 
New York to catch The Honeymooners or The 
Odd Couple, those durable benchmark comedies 
of the ’50s and ’60s, respectively. On those few 
occasions when I was bound hand and foot to the 
couch or I was convalescing, I never found anything 
remotely of that quality on prime-time network televi- 
sion. Good thing, too, because I never could figure out 
how to program my VCR in case I ever wanted to tape 
anything. When in 1986 I was told that Michael J. Fox 
was going to star in the movie adaptation of my first 
novel, I had to ask who he was. 

Around the middle of the decade I became aware 
that friends were missing important social occasions to 
watch thirtysomething. But by the time I finally tuned 
in, the word of mouth was so shrill that I was probably 
bound to be disappointed. Faith, or Hope, or Charity, 
or whatever the hell her name was who was driving my 
friends into raptures, struck me as a dark, dour Donna 
Reed, and the others seemed like deracinated versions

of people I already knew and didn’t like. At the other 
pole of the middle class, I appreciated what I imagined 
to be the gritty fast-food realism of Roseanne when I 
happened to catch it one night while recovering from a 
slam-dancing injury. 

And then there was the brief dawn of Twin Peaks, 
before David Lynch crossed over to the Twilight Zone 
and the network moved the show to the Dead Zone of 
Saturday night, when nine or 10 of us gathered at 
someone’s apartment every Thursday night to decon- 
struct the text and ogle the young talent. And I should 
mention that I did see Cheers after it went into late- 
night syndication. Then the decade ended and I got 
married and along came Seinfeld. 

“What the hell is this?”, I asked my wife, when we 
first came across the show at the tail end of a long 
channel surf. Within the frame of the television screen, 
this show was weird, particularly when I checked the 
channel and realized it was network, but part of the 
weirdness was a function of its being intensely ordi- 
nary, like real life — at least for someone who'd lived 
in New York for 10 years. 

I can’t even remember what the first episode I saw 
was about, which may be part of the point. It wasn’t 
about much. There’s this guy named Jerry Seinfeld, 
who first appears on screen doing a stand-up-comedy 
act. From the credits, we gather that he plays himself, a 


comedian living in a crummy apartment in New York 
who has a bunch of weird friends, the weirdest being 
his next-door neighbor Kramer (Michael Richards), 
who looks like a cross between Frankenstein and Baby 
Huey and has the most extraordinary body language in 
all of television, moving around the set like a Groucho 
Marx robot, frequently falling over and crashing into 
things. Kramer wanders in and out of Jerry’s apartment 
freely, strewing non-sequiturs, often pausing to drink 
milk from Jerry’s refrigerator straight out of the carton. 
When said milk has expired, he tends to vomit on peo- 
ple who happen to be in range. 

Then there’s George, played by Jason Alexander, 
who is only slightly less weird than Kramer. Short, 
chubby, left-handed, and balding, he makes Woody 
Allen look like a sex god. No wonder he’s so quick to 
take offense. He’s always fairly certain that he’s gotten 
the short stick in life — which is often true. It takes 
very bad luck indeed to get caught by your mother 
masturbating to Glamour magazine, as George does. 
Scariest of all is Newman, a Pillsbury sourdoughboy 
who waddles in and out of Jerry’s apartment leaving 
behind pellets of misanthropy. 

Finally there’s Elaine (Julia Louis-Dreyfus), Jerry’s 
ex-girlfriend and current friend, who is either extreme- 
ly cute or ‘incredibly plain, {’m-not-sure which; but-in 
any case looks like someone’s ex-girlfriend more than 
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he looks like

she looks like an actress. And we’re not talking one of 
those smoldering-ember kind of relationships, no Sam 
Malone-Diane Chambers, Jamie Lee Curtis and 
what’s-his-name.kind of tawdry blue ball sexual tension 
going on here. You get the idea this relationship just 
kind of died of boredom. Elaine is basically one of the 
guys. Jerry Seinfeld is, relatively speaking, the straight 
man in this bunch, a Jewish Everyman who likes these 
people but at times can’t quite believe he’s fallen in 
with such a collection of genial nutcases. 

Even though it is.filmed in LA and unlike most 
shows allegedly set ini New York, this one actually had 
the lumpy texture of Gtiotidian life inthe city: the 
crumminess of overpriced walk-up apartments, the 
random looniness of the street, the slang (Jerry waits 
on line, not in line) and speech inflections of Manhat- 
tan. Manhattan in the ’90s, that is, after the crash, after 
the party has ended — a city of Greek coffee shops 
and convertible sofas in which going to the movies is a 
big night on the town. No glitz, no glory. 

How did they get this on the air, 1 wondered? After- 
ward I almost smoked a cigarette, happy to have seen 
the show at least once, because it was clear to me that 
the network programming geniuses would never let 
this kind of unpasteurized, unhomogenized, unplotted, 
quirky ethnic urban shtick continue on prime time — 
not least because non—New Yorkers wouldn’t buy it for 
a minute. I’ve had meetings with these guys — the very 
crew at NBC who somehow let Seinfeld slip through 
their prophylactic net. I know how they think. 

The next week, I tuned in and found myself 
watching an episode in which Jerry and George 
go to NBC to pitch a little quirky New York 
show about a comic named Jerry Seinfeld and 
his friends and neighbors. Actually, these NBC 
guys approach Jerry after one of his stand-up 
gigs and suggest that he meet with them about a 
show. Kramer suggests a show in which Jerry 
plays a circus manager. The characters will be 
the circus freaks. “People love to watch freaks,” 
Kramer says, hopefully. 

Later George and Jerry are sitting in their lo- 
cal coffee shop doing a sort of riff about how a 
Spanish speaker in a New York restaurant 
might have trouble distinguishing the words sal- 
sa and seltzer, when George says, “This is the 
show.” 

Jerry: “What?” 

George: “This. Just talking.” 

Jerry: “Yeah, right.” 

George: “No, I’m really serious. I think that’s a good 
idea.” 
Jerry: “Just talking. Well, what’s the show about?” 

George: “It’s about nothing.” 

Jerry: “No story?” 

George: “Nah, forget the story.” 

Jerry: “You gotta have a story. 

George: “Who says you gotta have a story? Remem- 
ber when we were waiting for a table in the Chinese 
restaurant that time? That could be a TV show.” 

Jerry: “Then who’s on the show? Who are the char- 
acters?” 

George: “I could be a character.” 

Jerry: “You?” 

George: “Yeah, you base a character on me. What’s 
wrong with that? I’m a character. People are always 
saying to me, you’re quite a character.” 

And there you have Seinfeld, in a salsa dish if not 








quite a nutshell. Most of the scripts are written by Lar- 
ry David, the co-producer and co-creator, with Jerry 
Seinfeld, who has previously worked on Saturday Night 
Live, and who is clearly a very funny man. George may 
be his fictional persona. Posing as a writer, George ac- 
companies Jerry to NBC to pitch the idea of the non- 
show. (And I’m shouting at the TV screen saying, for- 
get about it, they’ll never buy it.) When one of the NBC 
executives asks why people will bother to watch a show 
in which nothing happens, George responds, “Because 
it’s on TV.” 

Like Saturday Night Live and Letterman and The 
Tonight Show during Carson’s reign, Seinfeld is a pro- 
gram that knows how to nibble the hand that feeds it 
and how to inject a note of meta-television self-con- 
sciousness into the proceedings. Although it fortunately 
does not employ the Woody Allen—esque device of 
breaking the fourth wall and addressing the viewer di- 
rectly, a la Love & War, the show uses Jerry Seinfeld 
himself as a wry mediator between the audience and 
the company he finds himself keeping on screen, rais- 
ing an eyebrow and lowering the corner of his mouth 
whenever the proceedings get too loopy. 

Letterman does something similar with his non- 
celebrity, novelty guests, those theater ushers and bird 
trainers who are invited on the show in order to be 
thrown to the wolf of hip knowingness. Seinfeld has 
picked up some eyebrow tips from Letterman, but he’s 
softer. He is the bemused and beleaguered Everyguy,

gentle and tolerant with his crazy friends. Kind of like 
the manager of a circus, actually. 

Like the candy mint that’s also a breath mint, Seinfeld 
manages to combine George’s idea of a show about 
nothing with Kramer’s about a circus troop with freaks. 
The earlier shows tended more toward the former, one 
of my favorites being devoted to a failed attempt to meet 
up at the movies. The movie is sold out, so George and 
Elaine go to the theater down the block and leave 
Kramer to wait for Jerry, but Kramer gets hungry for a 
Papaya King hot dog across the street and . . . you get 
the idea. Typical non-night on the town. In another ear- 
ly show, George borrows Jerry’s car and backs halfway 
into a parking space while another driver slides in head 
first; they remain half-in half-out for hours, screaming 
at each other while Jerry and others try to mediate. 

Recently Seinfeld has become more plot oriented, 
more topical, and more outrageous, tackling such 
weird issues as nose picking, accidental female nipple 
exposure, and masturbation. (Actually, masturbation 
and nose picking are perfect Seinfeld subjects: low- 
budget, solitary, home entertainment for the ’90s.) Jer-

ry is stopped at a light, scratching the right side of his 
nose, when a cab pulls up on the left bearing the Calvin 
Klein model he happens to be dating. From her angle, 
it seems clear that he is picking his nose. She turns 
away in horror and refuses to return Jerry’s calls till he 
finally confronts her in the Calvin Klein offices and de- 
livers a speech (mostly borrowed from Shylock’s “Do 
we not bleed” riff in The Merchant of Venice) deploring 
prejudice against nose pickers. Meantime Kramer is 
cornering “Calvin” — actually an actor who looks 
more like Giorgio Armani — about a perfume idea that 
he, Calvin, stole from Kramer. 

One of the great innovations of the show reverses the 
ancient sit-com practice of celebrity guest appearances: 
the celebrities on Seinfeld are played by actors, or else 
they never actually appear. JFK Jr. attends Elaine’s aer- 
obics class and even addresses her, though we never 
see him. Unfortunately for her, she has just made a bet 
with Jerry, George, and Kramer about who can last the 
longest without masturbating. (Am I really seeing this 
on television?) After her close encounter with JFK Jr., 
she quickly concedes defeat. (Kramer lasts only an 
hour or so, till he spots a naked woman in the window 
of the building across the street.) And recently Kramer 
spotted Salman Rushdie at his gym. 

Certainly one of the most amazing celebrity non-ap- 
pearances was that of John Cheever a few weeks ago. 
After Kramer burns down a cabin owned by the gruff, 
disapproving father of a woman George is dating, the 
upstate fire department delivers a box of letters 

that survived the blaze to the father’s New York 
apartment. Seinfeld, who happens to be visiting, 
opens and reads the first letter aloud in front of 
the whole family. It’s a torrid love letter to the 
father, complete with a rapturous description of 
orgasm, from John Cheever. 

Any prime-time television show in which 
somebody’s father gets outed posthumously by 
John Cheever earns my undying admiration. But 
I have noticed, in an informal poll conducted in 
my own house and elsewhere, far less enthusi- 
asm for Seinfeld among the opposite sex. One 
female friend asked, “Would you love a show 
about a bunch of unattractive females sitting 
around kvetching?” Actually, I think I would if 

it were as funny as Seinfeld. 

One of the most recent, and funniest, episodes 
seems to acknowledge the boy’s-club aspect of 
Seinfeld: a female reporter who is writing a story about 
Seinfeld for the NYU paper “outs” George and Jerry as 
gay lovers after overhearing and misinterpreting a se- 
ries of conversations. The story is picked up by the 
New York Post, and Jerry and George are then placed 
in the awkward position of denying to their friends and 
family that they are gay, even as they realize that it ap- 
pears fairly plausible, and all the while taking care to 
follow their denials with the politically correct refrain 
“Not that there’s anything wrong with it.” 

Jerry admits that he is thin, neat, and single — and 
grants that it looks suspicious. Seinfeld has almost 
convinced the reporter that she was wrong, and is hap- 
pily making out with her on the couch, when George 
bursts in and tries to kiss him. George has a date in 
tow, a woman he can’t get rid of till he decides to tell 
her, and show her, that he’s gay. 

Can’t wait for the episode on bestiality. Meantime, 
I’m home on Thursday nights for the duration. Did I 
miss anything this good in the ’80s? QO

hat I call my life rattles 
around in these two 
matchboxes,” says a 
character in My Chil- 
| dren! My Africa!, re- 
| ferring to the large, dingy room in which 
| he teaches and the small, dingy one in 
which he lives. What black schoolmaster 
| Anela Myalatya doesn’t know — though 
he smells smoke in the air — is that his 
| matchbox world is about to combust spon- 
| taneously. Not, however, before a lot of 
hot air is pumped onto the incipient flames 
through the bellows of language. 
| Since it is the great South African play- 
| wright Athol Fugard who is doing the 
| pumping, the speechifying will be studied, 
| urgent, and eloquent. But My Children! My 
| Africa!, which is having its Boston-area pre- 
| miere at Newton’s New Rep, is both braver 
| and more verbose than Fugard’s metaphor 
| plays (A Lesson from Aloes, ‘Master Harold’ 
|... and the boys, The Road to Mecca). It 
| begins with a school debate and never really 
| veers from that territory, as its three charac- 
| ters talk at one another and the audience 
| about the upheaval — called “the dread un- 
| rest” by whites, “Isiqalo” (“The Begin- 
ning”) by young blacks — that’s burning 
its way to their doors. 

The play, which was first performed in 
1989, is about the edgy but earnest rela- 
tionships among the black township teacher 
nicknamed Mr. M. (Allen Oliver), his star 
pupil, Thami Mbikwana (Donald Swaby), 
and a hot-shot white-girl debater, Isabel 
Dyson (Eliza Gagnon), whom they meet 
when she ventures into township territory 
for a little formal fisticuffing over whether, 
given “the essential physical and psycholog- 
ical differences between men and women, 
there should be correspondingly different 
educational syllabuses for the two sexes.” 

The real issue, of course, is the corre- 
spondingly different educational syllabuses 
for the two races. My Children! My Africa!

on the eve of the school boycotts, not to 
mention school torchings, that put Preto- 
ria On notice that an up-and-coming gen- 
eration of black South Africans wasn’t 
happy with its state-dictated “Bantu” edu- 
cation (ostensibly intended, according to a 
pompous white school inspector, to make 
them “major shareholders in the future of 
this wonderful Republic of ours”) or its 
shabby, circumscribed lot. 

Sadly, a substantial amount of the play’s 
resultant violence takes the form of blacks 
bullying blacks, tearing up their own unac- 
ceptable piece of the country (in this case, 
a corrugated-metal shantytown referred to 
by blacks and whites as, simply, “the loca- 
tion”). But it’s hard to argue, in hindsight, 
that the terror did not pay off. Like Poppie 
Nongena or Sarafina!, Fugard’s play re- 
flects a generational split that, however 
wrenching, probably had to take place. 

In this case, it’s between the “old-fash- 
ioned” Mr. M., whose revolutionary game 
plan is to subvert the system using the 
weapons of words and books, and Thami, 
who determines it’s time to throw rocks. 
“Yours were lessons in whispering,” he 
tells his teacher. “There are men now who 
are teaching us to shout.” In the middle, 
curiously, is young Isabel, struggling to 
reconcile her first egalitarian relationships 
with blacks and her white birthright.

For all Fugard’s artistry and fairness, 
My Children! My Africa! can be a difficult 
haul, particularly in the long first act — 
which supports two beautifully honed 
monologues, one for Mr. M. and one for 
Thami (the latter dramatically underlaid, 
in this production, by a clapping that 
grows from rhythmic shush to thunder). 
But it’s too often bogged down in fiery ex- 
plication, stilted colloquy, or perky En- 
glish-literary banter, as Thami and Isabel 
prepare for a sort of College Bowl contest 
on which they’re to be not opponents but a 
one-two punch. 

Too much of Fugard’s play consists of 
fiercely (and convincingly) argued opposing 
points of view masquerading as conversa- 
tion. Zazofsky — who, under the name 
Joann Green, acquired a considerable 
avant-garde rep in the 1970s — handles 
this problem adroitly, not only enlivening 
the talk with a three-way barrage of docu- 
mentary projections but stylizing the stag-

ing just a bit. When there are gulfs between 
characters, she physicalizes them. Nothing 
weird goes on — no acted-out subtext or 
other Green faves of yore. Just a pressing, 
sometimes hypnotic mix of monologue, dia- 
logue, and direct audience address that, by 
eschewing naturalism without bypassing 
sincerity, gets around the bugaboo that po- 
litical argument really doesn’t sound like 
chat. (Zazofsky also steers clear of dialect, 
going for the clear rather than the authentic 
— and underlining that the point that Fu- 
gard’s apartheid dramas are really about as 
foreign as south central LA.) 

The New Rep has assembled an impres- 
sive cast; the play’s three performers man- 
age to act as both mouthpieces and in- 
creasingly troubled human beings. Thami 
must, in the end, acknowledge that, caught 
up in his political and filial wrassle with 
Mr. M., he forgot to notice that he loved 
the man. And Mr. M. — once hell breaks 
loose and he fails to thwack it back into its 
compound with his ruler — must confront 
the personal hurt that has played a part in 
his supposedly conscience-driven actions. 

As Mr. M., Trinity Repertory Company 
member Allen Oliver is both jaunty and 
passionate; he’s a charismatic fuddy-dud- 
dy whose soul burns with a scathing fury 
but whose knee won’t jerk. And Boston 
University theater student Donald Swaby, 
as Thami, is extraordinary. A handsome, 
forceful young actor, he reconciles Tha- 
mi’s touching boyishness with a zeal that’s 
both manly and a little reckless. 

As Isabel, Eliza Gagnon has the tough- 
est time: she’s the coming-of-age white 
liberal trying to make sense out of “this 
fucking country” and her own place 
therein. She baptizes herself one of Mr. 
M.’s children, his Africa — that’s her 
symbolic point. But the character, who 
was first played by the dramatist’s own 
daughter, is a little too goody-two-shoes 
to seem quite real. Gagnon, though, holds 
her own, taking her cue from Isabel’s own 
analysis of her success as a debater: “I al- 
ways talk very directly to the audience and 
the opposition. I am not shy about making 
eye contact.” 

Is My Children! My Africa! as poetically 
concise as Fugard’s best dramas? Nope. 
Should it be seen? Absolutely. The writing 
is riveting and the debate compelling — 
whether you’re in South Africa or the 
South Bronx. Moreover, the New Rep 
production has an accumulative emotional 
power that, toward the end, will send you 
groping for a hankie, not a gavel. Q

hows come and go, but A 

Chorus Line remains, to 

twist its own lyric, one sin- 

gular succession. It’s as if 

Madame Tussaud had dis- 
covered animation, with not just Michael 
Bennett’s conception but his entire original 
production, probably down to the same 
dance belts, on the road for 18 years now. 
And it lends the landmark musical a special 
poignance that its original cast, whose own 
stories were incorporated into Bennett’s 
dazzling metaphor, have been thus frozen in 
time. The characters speak of what they’ll do 
when they grow too old to dance; and apart 
from the now fiftysomething Baayork Lee, 
who keeps busy restaging A Chorus Line, 
those autobiographing hoofers of 1975 
probably have retired to other pastures. But 
ironically, Bennett’s particular group of gyp- 
sies, trumpeting their paean to ephemerality, 
have achieved immortality. 

Whether they did it, as the song says, “for 
love,” or for their minute hunk of the profits, 
the original cast of A Chorus Line are the | 
show’s logo. And their echoes in subsequent 
casts are eerie — especially when the 
dancers form the line frozen in said logo, 
right down to Kelly Bishop’s provocative 
hand on hip (sensual smart-ass Sheila is 
here played by Vargas-y Gail Benedict) and 
Trish Garland’s turned-in knee (ditzy Judy 
is here Janie Casserly). Big-voiced Leslie 
Ann Hendricks, who’s Diana Morales in the 
“Broadway tour of America” re-creation os- 
tensibly bidding its farewell to Boston at the 
Shubert, not only sports prototype Priscilla 
Lopez’s costume, she even appears to sport 
her legs! Other shows have revivals; A Cho- 
rus Line has clones. 

And why not? What propels the musical is 
Bennett’s mirror-happy melding of choreo- 
graphic metaphor with “True Confessions.” 
To my mind, the music (by Streisand feeder 
Marvin Hamlisch) was never much — 
though, as they used to say on American 
Bandstand, it’s great to dance to. Neither is 
the book any great shakes: the dancers’ sto- 
ries, however well cobbled together by James 
Kirkwood and Nicholas Dante (whose own 
story, told on tape during an incubative 
workshop, went into the script almost verba- 
tim), veer toward the kleenex box. 

But what Bennett did with “the line,” 
making it a universal metaphor for putting 
oneself forward at the risk of rejection, as 
well as for individuality bowing to anonymi- | 
ty, remains brilliant. So much so that any 
talented cast can bring it off, and the gypsy 
caravan at the Shubert, predictably stronger | 
on dancing than on singing and acting, 
shake a mean collective leg. 

I have to admit that I was not looking for- 
ward to sitting through A Chorus Line for 
the umpteenth time. Sure, it’s great to see | 
kids in the audience experiencing this most | 
deceptively simple of Broadway phenomena 
for the first time. Yet, to my surprise, I 
found that even jaded old-timers may be 
struck by the show’s evocation of the chorus 
line as both a revolving door and a phalanx 
etched in stone. Q

irector Jacques Cartier is 
stepping, somewhat un- 
certainly, into Undiscov- 
ered Country, which is 
having its Boston pre- 
miere at the Huntington Theatre Company, 
with a run through April 4. Written in 1910, 
the drama is another of Austrian playwright 
Arthur Schnitzler’s tragicomic psychological 
studies of the hedonistic Viennese upper 
class at the turn of the century, as they 
squander their lives in a whirl of idle plea- 
sures and bleak self-destruction. Apparently, 
it took some time for Cartier to warm up to 
Tom Stoppard’s faithful adaptation (except 
for some cuts), which he took for just a Teu- 
tonic sudser when Huntington producing di- 
rector Peter Altman first handed it to him. 

“Peter knows the German-language the- 
ater quite well, much better than I do,” 
Cartier confesses, “and I know he wants to 
introduce more German plays into the Hunt- 
ington’s repertoire. So he asked me about 
this play, and my initial reading was that I 
wasn’t that enthusiastic about it. I didn’t get 
it. I had no special interest or enthusiasm for 
Schnitzler. Peter is quite persistent — he 
asked me to take another look at it a year lat- 
er. I knew he was really interested in it, and I 
thought I must be missing something. So I 
then read it very carefully a dozen times or 
so, and I gradually began to see what's in it. 
And then it became very exciting.” 
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LEDGE: “That's 


the mind Freud was trying to get to when 
he said that dreams were the royal road to 
the unconscious. It is about that — the 
artistic issue is that Schnitzler writes text 
and then subtext. When I first read it, I 
didn’t see the subtext, and it looked like a 
soap opera, just a lot of people with leisure 
having love affairs. And that didn’t seem to 
me to be that interesting. When I began to 
see there was a deeper psychology at 
work, the play released its perfumes.” 

To Cartier, Undiscovered Country’s prin- 
cipal bouquet is the contradictory charac- 
ter of Friedrich, a sexual huntsman who 
not only arranges the suicide of a man who 
flirted with his wife but works it out so that 
his wife thinks she’s responsible. “What 
Schnitzler was doing was exploring the 
contradictions in human behavior, and 
how we don’t really have access to that 
part of our mind from which so much of 
our motivation comes. Friedrich does not 
really understand himself. At one point his 
wife says a demon drives him. He’s a per- 
son of compulsive behavior. A rival looks at 
his wife the wrong way, and he takes him 
out and kills him. He’s the kind of person 
who believes his own lies. Like a good jazz 
player, he starts to riff on his lie, and he 
has a good memory, and he just starts to 
build a house of cards.” 

Cartier’s directorial challenge is to make 
an audience exposed to the play for the 
first time see what it took him 12 readings 
to get. And without making the subtext too 
obvious. “The surface level of the play 
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conscious, the unchartered part of the soul, the psyche.” 


What eventually brought Cartier around 
were the Freudian depths of the play — 
though it may also have had to do with his 
boss’s heavy breathing on his unconscious. 
Freud and Schnitzler were friends until 
Freud decided he had to avoid Schnitzler, 
whom he perceived as his doppelganger, 
his ghostly double. Not that Freud didn’t 
send the writer green-eyed fan letters, as 
he did in 1906, four years before Schnitz- 
ler penned Undiscovered Country: “I often 
asked myself in amazement where you 
could have gotten this or that secret knowl- 
edge I had to acquire through painstaking 
investigation of the subject, and I eventual- 
ly got to the point of envying the poet 
whom I otherwise admired.” 

Cartier’s transformation from unbeliever 
to groupie turns on his discovery that the 
play’s urbane surface hides “secret knowl- 
edge.” “That’s what the play is about,” he 
says, “the unconscious, the unchartered 
part of the soul, the psyche. That part of 


can’t be obliterated; it oughtn’t to be,” the 
director insists. “But if the subtext isn’t re- 
vealed, it might as well not be there. So the 
issue is when should the surface be opened 
so you can see the cauldrons below? First 
of all, the subtext has to be discovered, 
and sometimes you feel that you are in- 
venting it. You feel you are co-authoring a 
play — you don’t know if that’s what 
Schnitzler is really up to or not.”

Watanabe make art out of pain

ubjects as full of anguish 
and taboos as the US in- 
ternment of Japanese- 
Americans during World 
War II don’t translate easi- 
ly to dance. Indeed, the very banality of 
the evil perpetrated can clamp restraints 
on a choreographer’s most crucial instru- 
ments: invention and dynamics. 

That’s what happened last weekend at the 
Emerson Majestic Theatre, when Dance 
Umbrella presented the responses of Yukie 
Shiroma and June Watanabe to the reper- 
cussions of Franklin Roosevelt’s 1942 edict 
to place 110,000 Americans of Japanese an- 
cestry in concentration camps. Even though 
some chilling images do emerge from each 
dance — Shiroma’s The Camouflage Mak- 
ers and Watanabe’s E.O. 9066 (named for 
the president’s internment order) — they 
can’t make these scenes of scattered com- 
ment into works of fully developed wisdom. 

Watanabe’s point of departure was her 
own experience as a three-year-old interned 
with her family in a Wyoming camp. A cho- 
rus of four dancers, in dull-green prison 
garb and skullcaps, represent her memories 
— the desert wind, the silence, the bent 
backs and stoic hearts of the incarcerated. 
They shuffle and kneel, lunge and crouch, 
cup hollow hands to their mouths. Their 
weight embodies the victims’ attitude toward 
the round-up: “Shikata ga nai” (“It can’t be 
helped”). The words punctuate Bun-Ching 
Lam’s fractured electronic score. 

Watanabe plays herself, a nervous sprite in 
checkered blouse and skimpy white skirt 
trapped behind a body-length window of 
barbed wire. She’s always marching — on 
her tiptoes, she marks out circles with tiny 
left-right foot flaps. A hand rests on her 
heart, as if she were pledging allegiance, or 
clenches into a fist against her eyes. Her flat- 
out rolls in the open air are as hard and edgy 
as a square pipe’s. 

Watanabe’s movements recall the beating 
of fly wings against glass. They’re bound and 
shivery and spare. But with notable excep- 
tions, they’re also limited, in tempo and vo- 
cabulary and variety. There just doesn’t seem 
to be enough material to fill up the piece. 
And because the sparseness keeps edging 
into tedium, the ache and dignity of her 
characters doesn’t often reach far enough to 
be touching. 












Shiroma’s Camouflage Makers, on the 
other hand, suffers from a surfeit of direc- 
tionless activity; not until the closing mo- | 
ments does it read — and then it pierces. 
A performer hurls the rust cloth she’s been | 
carrying (it represents the handkerchiefs | 
internees wrapped around their mouths to | 
keep out the ever-present desert dust). 
Another picks it up and returns it to her. 
The first receives and tentatively raises it | 
with the reverence due a flag. “This is our 
pain, our sadness,” the gesture says. “I will 
no longer hide who I am or what I have 
lived through.” 

The affirmation stands in sharp con- 
trast to the theme of camouflage that in- 
spired the dance. The title derives from 
the way those in the camps “earned their | 
keep” by building camouflage nets for the 
military, and how some survivors almost | 
totally assimilated into the dominant cul- | 


ture in an attempt to blot out those terri- | 
ble years. Shiroma hangs venetian blinds 
from the rafters to signify the nets (the 
opening shot comprises a striking photo 
of camp netmakers superimposed on the 
slats) and gives a cloth to each of the 15 
dancers, who manipulate them excessive- 
ly: they shake and slap them to the 
ground, roll them into blindfolds and 
gags, and use them as blankets when they 
go undercover. 

Shiroma apparently wanted to take her 
players through the five stages of grief: de- 
nial, anger, bargaining, depression, accep- | 
tance. Driven alternately by lyrical flute | 
and rousing taiko drumming (both played 
live), they shift from reclining quiescence | 
to spinning, stomping strength. But the | 
transitions happen too abruptly; there’s | 
not enough choreography to carry the | 
dancers through the intermediate levels of | 
the grieving process. 

Yet one spirit figure (regally danced by | 
Arawana Hayashi) runs through Camou- | 
flage Makers like the passage of time. | 
She’s swathed in voluminous layers of 
turquoise and burgundy silks. When she 
curves forward, a white mask on top of 
her head becomes her face, framed by a | 
spray of black hair. Hayashi’s use of her | 
hands is extraordinary. They flutter and | 
fibrillate, cutting half-moons in the air 
with the force of a cry; they wiggle at her | 
belly in a show of fear; and they beckon | 
to the crowd on stage like a force of 
doom. : QO

At the Festival of Women’s 
Cinema, it’s behind the camera

sk your average moviegoer 
about a woman’s place in 
the film industry and the 
answer is likely to be be- 
tween the sheets, under 
the rapist’s knife, or sitting quietly behind 
the male protagonist. Ask the organizers of 
the first annual Boston International Festi- 
val of Women’s Cinema and you get invit- 
ed to peer behind the lens and into the di- 
rector’s chair. That’s because the festival, 
which runs March 4 through 11 at the 
Brattle Theatre and focuses on works by 
women directors, aims to show how much 
more complex are the lives women lead 
both on and off the celluloid than you 
might suppose from standard Hollywood 
fare. 

What kind of programming can do 
that? The festival features not only works 
about women, such as Gillian Arm- 
strong’s new The Last Days of Chez 
Nous, which opens the festival with its 
story of a woman confronting a midlife 
crisis, but also filme like No Fear No Die, 
a story about cockfighters that happens to 
be directed by Claire Denis (Chocolat). 
For film buffs, the draw of the festival 
may be the retrospective of Ida Lupino 
films. But the programming also em- 
braces Leslie Harris’s acclaimed urban 
drama Just Another Girl on the IRT, not 
to mention new films by big guns like 
Chantal Akerman, Agnieszka Holland, 
and Agnés Varda and popular animators 
Sally Cruikshank and Karen Aqua, plus 


works by lesser-known independent film- 
makers. 

Can one festival fill in the huge gaps be- 
tween, say, Jodie Foster’s stereotype- 
avenging character in Silence of the Lambs 
and your average gun moll? To explain 
why the world is ripe for a Godzilla-sized 
women’s festival, organizers Marianne 
Lampke and Connie White, co-directors of 
Running Arts at the Brattle Theatre, and 
Anne Marie Stein, executive director of the 
Boston Film and Video foundation, talk 
about the ambivalent relationship between 
women’s films and the mainstream movie 
industry. Says Lampke, “It’s something 
that as programmers — and as women 
programmers — we’ve battled out for six 
years at the Brattle. Our feeling has always 
been, let’s just make sure we integrate 
women’s programming into our regular 
programming. If we do a series on dis- 
traught housewives or on Vietnam, you can 
show films by women filmmakers. So that’s 
what we’ve been doing for five years.” 

Still, she adds, “What we’ve realized re- 
cently is that there are advantages to doing 
something in the context of a festival. We 
were able to get a lot more films than we 
were able to get just as a repertory house. 
We got a lot of sneak previews.” Holland’s 
Olivier Olivier and Armstrong’s Chez 
Nous, for example, will open at the festival 
prior to their commercial Boston open- 
ings. The organizers not only have cor- 
ralled the Charles Hotel and Champagne 
Veuve Clicquot as sponsors but have invit- 
ed the Boston Women’s Health Book Col- 
lective to present a film called Portraits of 
Anorexia, as way of making the festival an 
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rospective of her films, but there’s lots more. 


ongoing venue for linking social-issue 
films with local women’s organizations. 

With its catholic programming and its 
high-profile advisory board (filmmaker Jen- 
nie Livingston and Tess Martin of the Amer- 
ican Film Institute are members), the festival 
aims to put Boston on the map. “Next year, 
hopefully,” adds White, “we’ll have the mon- 
ey to get films from out of the country” — 
not to mention video. This year’s focus is on 
women directors; future festivals will em- 
brace women screenwriters and producers. 
Explains Stein, “I don’t believe women have 
the same opportunities for production and 
distribution.” She sees the festival as a place 
where up-and-comers can discover “what’s 
being done and role models — things to en- 
courage others going through the incredible 
agony of making a film.” 

Not to mention the frustration of having 
your work marginalized. White admits that 


“we've always stayed away from doing a 
women’s film festival because we’re scared 
of ghettoizing.” But Stein points out that 
one goal of a specialized festival is to pose 
pertinent questions. “Is there actually pal- 
pable difference between works by women 
and works by men? Is there a different 
sensibility that women bring? Is there a 
different type of exploration? It’s not our 


purpose to be didactic but to allow people 
to have a means by which to answer those 


questions.” 


Equally important, according to Lamp- 
ke, is the idea that women’s filmmaking 
won’t always seem like an afterthought. “If 
we can make this a big enough festival, 
this will be a way to push those films into 
the mainstream.” Says White, “We know 
that’s ambitious, but not impossible.” Adds 
Lampke, “Five years ago people told us it 


was impossible to run the Brattle.” 
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Her brilliant career 


Talking with director Gillian Armstrong 


illian Armstrong’s new film The Last 
Days of Chez Nous is about a group of 
people who live in the same house. It’s 
about a woman who takes a trip across 
the Australian desert with her father. It’s 
about three people who are watching the same TV docu- 
mentary at the same time. Sound confusing? Then con- 
sider that what Chez Nous — which gets its Boston pre- 
miere at the Boston International Festival of Women’s 
Cinema at the Brattle Theatre March 4 — deals in is the 
way minuscule details can refigure themselves onto a 
larger canvas. 

Of course, even great directors can’t always conjure 
simple details by themselves. Armstrong — the Aus- 
tralian filmmaker whose works stretch from her break- 
through 1979 film My Brilliant Career to last year’s unre- 
markable Hollywood fare Fires Within and include 
1984’s Mrs. Soffel and 1988’s High Tide — says that 
what drew her to this small-budget project was the 
strong screenplay by novelist Helen Garner. “It was love- 
ly to see something where you don’t know what’s going 
to happen in the first 10 pages, and where the characters 
have so many varied shades, which I think is very real.” 

Defiantly centered on its characters rather than its 
plot, the film unfolds around the lives of Beth, a 40ish 
woman (played by Royal Shakespeare Company veteran 
and New Zealand native Lisa Harrow), and J.P., her ob- 
noxious French husband (Bruno Ganz), around the way 
their marriage falls out from under them when Beth’s 
sister Vicki (Kerry Fox) comes to stay. The other char- 
acters include the couple’s teenage daughter, who’s 
barely aware of her parents’ strife, and Beth’s cranky fa- 
ther, with whom she’s trying to negotiate an overdue 
peace by way of a car trip. The film looks at how family 
members drive one another nuts (in one case as Beth 
shows her father how to open a bag of potato chips), as 





well as more obscure mysteries like the way an exuberant, 
affectionate walk home can turn suddenly hostile. 

“What I liked,” says Armstrong, “was that there was a 
great truth and honesty in the small moments, and hu- 
mor and poignancy that says something about people. 
When the whole human tragedy happens, you’ve gotten 
to understand all the characters.” Indeed, it’s part of the 
film’s charm that, though Beth is somewhat difficult to 
get along with, J.P. is downright rude, and Vicki is emo- 
tionally irresponsible, neither the screenwriter nor the 
director judges them. “I really wanted you to see it from 
all points of view. None of the characters are perfect 





anyway; none of us are in real life.” 

If there’s one perfect moment in the film, it might be 
found in at the story’s turning point, a triptych scene in 
which Beth, her father, and Vicki watching separate tele- 
vision screens all witness the same childbirth. “It was 
one of those things that, when I asked Helen Garner, 
‘What’s happening with this?’, she said it was autobio- 
graphical. She just said, ‘I saw this thing once and I was 
overcome.’ I thought it was a lovely idea that they were 
all in the same country at the same time, watching the 
same documentary and had such different reactions.” 

Although Chez Nous is coming to Boston as part of a 
festival of women’s films, Armstrong points out that our 
tendency to expect all women to have the same reaction 
can be troublesome. She admits that being labeled a 
woman’s director sometimes bothers her. “I can under- 
stand, say, 15 years ago that it was sorta rare and 
unique and so on. But now there are so many women 
directing — I mean, you don’t have festivals of men’s 
films. I really feel that I want to be talked about as an in- 
dividual. We don’t all make films the same. That’s so 
sexist — Penny Marshall, Kathryn Bigelow, Jane Cam- 
pion, and I have very different styles. We should be 
talked about as individual artists.”

Still, from the self-declaration of My Bril- 
liant Career and exuberant sensuality of 
Mrs. Soffel to the Gordian knot of mother- 
daughter relationships in High Tide, Arm- 
strong’s work offers a more complex por- 
trait of women’s lives than, say, the films of 
Philip Kaufman or Spike Lee. And she 
knows that men and women don’t always 
hold the camera up to the same mirror. 
“I’m not saying that we’re the same, cer- 
tainly. There are so many male-coming-of- 
age stories, I feel like J have been out there 
so worried about my first erection and 
looking at girls’ breasts. 

“We've seen so many films from a male 
point of view, and the female coming of 
age is such a different experience. Certain- 
ly there are things that a woman knows 
more about because we are women, and we 
are much different. But we don’t all have

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McNaughton’s Mad Dog doesn’t merit much glory

he cure for testosterone poi- 
soning, so argue a number 
of recent films, is homeopa- 
thy. Bad Lieutenant, Falling 
Down, and now Mad Dog 
and Glory claim that the only way for an 
asshole to be saved is by being the ultimate 





asshole. It’s a tenuous paradox: you need 
to balance irony and excess to prevent 
your critique of macho pathology from be- 
coming a voyeuristic indulgence in it. 

Directed by John McNaughton (Henry, 
Portrait of a Serial Killer) from a canny 
Richard Price script, Mad Dog and Glory 
has sufficient irony and excess, as well as 
astute acting and eccentric inventiveness, 
to conceal its fundamental indecisiveness 
and hypocrisy. An exhilarating and frus- 
trating romp through the male psyche, it’s 
a blackly comic, unexpectedly tender for- 
mula picture with a subversive heart. And 
though that heart is so divided it ends up 
subverting its own best intentions, this 
flaw might be the most instructive part of 
the film. 

The ironies begin with the hero’s nick- 


name. Mad Dog Dobie (Robert De Niro) is 
‘a mousy New York police photographer 
who prefers his given name, Wayne. Like 
the shutterbug played by Joe Pesci in The 
Public Eye, he’s caught between the aspira- 
tion to be an artist and the security of being 
a hack. Middle-aged, divorced, nattily 
dressed even after snoozing in his suit dur- 
ing the graveyard shift, he peers studiously 
over his half-lenses at the grisly aftermath 
of chaos, assessing the trajectories of bullets 
and body fluids, sizing up in detail the se- 
quence of events, before snapping his pic- 
tures. He’s a voyeur with a badge, untested 
by the forces he records; it’s no wonder he 
offers his gung ho sidekick Mike (David 
Caruso) an envious sidelong glance. 
But is he really looking to be tested? No 
sooner can you can say local convenience 
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store than he’s face to face with a hostage 
situation. A young punk holds a customer at 
gunpoint; terrified, Mad Dog helps him 
clean out the cash box and begs him to 
leave. The culprit escapes; the customer is 
unimpressed. “You’re a cop?” he asks in 
disgust. 

Although reassured by his colleagues 
that he did a “balls up” job, Mad Dog 
doubts his courage. He has Taxi 
Driver—like fantasies of blowing the kid 
away, but he knows he’ll never fulfill these 
stunted images of manhood. Enter Frank 
Milo (Bill Murray), the convenience-store 
customer, He’s a slick mobster and part- 
time stand-up comic, and he’s been con- 
vinced by his therapist that Mad Dog acted 
bravely and saved his life. “I am the expe- 
diter of your dreams,” he tells Mad Dog 
after a long, boozy night of male-bonding 
sequence that’s one of the highlights of the 
film. To prove it, he gives his new friend 
Glory (Uma Thurman), a young woman 
indentured to him for her brother’s debts, 
for a week. 

It’s less a dream than an adolescent fan- 
tasy, one that’s proven popular from Pyg- 
malion to Pretty Woman. The inevitable 
resolution, though, is delayed by Price and 
McNaughton’s fascination with quirky 
comedy, by the inspired performances of 
the supporting actors, and by De Niro’s 
persistence in playing against type. Inept 
in confrontations and in bed, horrified 
when he finds himself drawing his gun on 
a dope pusher in the park, Wayne deflates 
the De Niro mad-dog image established in 
films from Mean Streets to Cape Fear. Un- 
fortunately, he gets no help from Uma 
Thurman, who is merely tall and gawky 
and miscast, and he resorts to doing riffs | 
from his schlemiel repertoire including | 
King of Comedy, Midnight Run, and 
Awakenings. 

It’s in Wayne’s alter egos that the film’s | 
real conflict is being waged. Mike’s ban- | 
tam posturings reflect Wayne’s insecurities 
— he’s Wayne’s surrogate bully, antago- | 
nizing Frank and his henchmen, facing | 
down the brute who beats Wayne’s sympa- | 
thetic neighbor (Kathy Baker). Frank’s | 
henchman Harold (Mike Starr) parodies | 





Wayne’s fastidiousness as well as the es- 
sential absurdity of the tough-guy image. | 
Whether he’s pointing out Phil Donahue | 
in a club, expressing his sensitivity to criti- 
cism (“That other cop. Your friend. He’s | 
very sarcastic.”), or preparing to break | 
legs, Harold’s whimsical bulk mocks the | 
stereotype as it embodies it. | 
Murray’s character, though, embodies 
the film’s real potential and failure. Com- 
bining the physical sadism of the criminal 
with the verbal viciousness of the comic, 
the role summarizes Murray’s career, al- 
lowing him to pass from the safety of cute- 
ness and sentiment to the depths of gen- 
uine cruelty. He’s the demon Mad Dog | 
must wrestle with, and when they come to 
blows, it’s the picture’s most shocking mo- | 
ment and also its downfall. Mad Dog ex- | 
poses the ugliness of violence but ends up 
pleasing the crowd with it anyway. It’s a 
neat trick and a cowardly one, and the 
film’s buzz line applies to the filmmakers: 
no guts, no glory. QO

Nicolas Cage gives Amos 
& Andrew its soul

icolas Cage is too much of 
an original ever to do the 
expected. Not content with 
the sleazy surface of Amos 
O’Dell, the two-bit burglar 
he plays in Amos & Andrew, he digs beneath 
the three-day growth and the gold tooth and 
the hulking, hunched shoulders and comes 
up with lowdown savoir-faire. Amos is a con- 
tinental, by way of the backwoods and the 
gutter. Searching for car keys during one job, 
he rifles a lingerie drawer, regarding the lacy 








nothings with something like awe before an- 
nouncing with a wistful sigh, “No car keys in 
there.” Cage must be the most unassuming 
quick-witted actor around. His is the only 
character who stays on top of this movie’s 
frenetic farcical foul-ups, and he does it with- 
out ever breaking his dreamy, funky rhythm. 

And he’s no one’s stooge — as the 
Martha’s Vineyard sheriff (Dabney Coleman) 
who picks him up discovers when he tries to 
use Amos to get his own bacon out of the 
fire. Acting on a tip about a black intruder in 
a pricy summer home, the police had sur- 
rounded the place, and a gung-ho deputy 
(Brad Dourif) took a shot at the guy before 
the sheriff realized the black man was the 
new owner. Worse, that owner turned out to 
be Andrew Ferguson (Samuel L. Jackson), 
Pulitzer Prize-winning scourge of racism. 

So the sheriff, who’s facing an election, 
cuts a deal with Amos. Amos will break into 
the house and pretend to hold Andrew 
hostage; the sheriff will make a brave res- 


cue (persuading Andrew that Amos is the 
one who shot at him), and Amos will be 
quietly slipped out of town. But Amos de- 
cides he doesn’t want to play ball, and soon 
he’s holding Andrew hostage for real. 

It’s a Preston Sturges situation, and the 
script, by E. Max Frye, who wrote Something 
Wild and here makes his directing debut, has 
the Sturges feel of sideshow Americana. (The 
name of Andrew’s award-winning play, Yo 
Brother, Where Art Thou?, is a reference to 
the message movie Joel McCrea wants to film 
in Sullivan’s Travels.) Frye makes gleeful hash 
out of this absurd convergence of public pos- 
turing, private ambitions, pretensions, and 
prejudices. He’s got the knack for taking a 
screwed-up situation to the verge of being 
straightened out and then casually tossing in a 
twist that makes everything more bollixed up 
than it was to begin with. And like Sturges, he 
populates the picture with a roster of crazies: 
Tracey Walter (as the hillbilly tracker Blood- 
hound Bob) and Bob Balaban (who’s putzy 
perfection as a let’s-be-friends shrink brought 
in to negotiate with Amos) and Coleman and 
Dourif (who are a haphazard combination of 
irascibility and incompetence, like Wile E. 
Coyote teamed with Don Knotts). 

What Frye doesn’t have, at least not yet, 
is a director’s control. Homegrown farce 
like this should tie itself in such knots that 
you feel you’re going crazy. In too much of 
Amos & Andrew the pacing is off; the con- 
fusion is annoying instead of a turn-on. 
Frye hasn’t written enough material for 
some of the characters, and he holds back

Lillian Gish

n the 1920s, Edward Wa- 

genknecht wrote of Lillian 

Gish, who died this week at 

the age of 99, “She is like the 

poets in that there is some- 
thing distinctive in the way she ap- 
prehends life, and she uses her roles 
as the poet uses words or the musi- 
cian sound — not to reproduce what 
somebody else has done but to ex- 
press directly her own authentic im- 
pression.” You’d have to reach be- 
yond the language of acting or of 
movies to describe Gish, who was not 
only one of the great presences in the 
popular culture of the early 20th cen- 
tury but also one of its most inspired 
artists, an actress who embodied the 
characters she played in a way that 
suggests an almost supernatural, 
changeling-like appropriation of 
them. 

Gish embodied an era, too: that 
strange, powerful wedge of time in 
the history of drama when romanti- 
cism and modernism overlapped. 
When in 1912 she and her sister 
Dorothy, then in their late teens, be- 
gan to work for D.W. Griffith, there 
were still 19th-century melodramas 
on the boards, and Griffith’s finest 
movies — like The Birth of a Nation, 
Hearts of the World, Broken 
Blossoms, Way Down East, Orphans 
of the Storm — represented the most 
exquisite blossoming of that sensibili- 
ty. Griffith’s genius, like Dickens’s, 
was for locating the tremulous glow 
of emotion inside melodrama, and of- 
ten it was dark and troubling emo- 
tion. 

Lillian Gish starred in all these 
Griffith films (as well as in his en- 
chanting pastoral romance True 
Heart Susie), and her fearlessness 
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1893-1993 


about conveying extremes of neurotic 
feeling infused his old-fashioned sto- 
ries with a modernist quality. When 
you look at her work in these movies 
now — at the scene in Hearts of the 
World (1918) where, driven mad 
when her soldier lover goes to war 
just as they’re about to marry, she 
wanders onto the battlefield in her 
wedding dress; or the one in Broken 
Blossoms (1919) where, locked in a 
closet by her brutal father (Donald 
Crisp), she whirls around in terror; 
or the one in Way Down East (1920) 
where she baptizes her dead baby — 
you may be stunned to realize that no 
one has ever gone farther in explor- 
ing these emotional states. 

Even more startling, because of the 
erotic elements Griffith repressed in his 
movies, are the areas she exposes in the 
two performances she gave at the very 
end of the silent period for the émigré 
Swedish director Victor Sjéstrém, in 
The Scarlet Letter (1926) and The 
Wind (1928). It was that powerful mix 
of the romantic and the modern — the 
explosive fragility — that Tennessee 
Williams must have been considering 
when he said he fashioned Blanche du 
Bois in Gish’s image. 

Gish was a creature of the movies 
— one of those actresses a friend of 
mine calls ”moonbeams.” It’s useless 
to try to talk about her in terms of 
technique. She must have had it — 
she probably gave more unforgettable 
performances than anyone in the his- 
tory of movies except Olivier, and 
over an even longer career. (She was 
still acting occasionally in the late 
"80s; I’d say the last of her great por- 
trayals was in Charles Laughton’s 
1955 The Night of the Hunter.) But it 
was completely buried. All you see 
when you watch Gish are her in- 
stincts. 
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And because she was transformed 
by her roles, even the stills of her in 
performance reveal the beauty of 
those instincts. I came across the fa- 
mous Steichen photograph of her as 
Ophelia (based on the production she 
did with John Gielgud in the mid 
’30s) years before I’d had the oppor- 
tunity to view any of her work with 
Griffith or Sjéstrém. And though I’ve 
seen a couple of superb Ophelias, the 
most eloquent expression of Shake- 
speare’s sorrowful heroine in my ex- 
perience remains this stylized rem- 
nant of a revival that occurred a 
decade and a half before I was born. 

Another magnificent moment in 
Gish’s career is preserved in a frag- 
ment of no more than six minutes. In 
1953 she played, first on TV and 
then on Broadway, the garrulous 
widow in Horton Foote’s Trip to 
Bountiful who pours out her memo- 
ries to a young woman she meets on 
a bus (Eva Marie Saint); and the only 
extant scene from the kinescope 
moved me to tears when I saw it. 
With incredible simplicity, Gish tells 
her companion about the deaths of 
her children, years earlier; when she’s 
tiptoed past that memory, onto new 
topics, you look into her eyes and re- 
alize she’s still holding the pain at the 
very edge of her consciousness — 
that she’s glided away from it and 
kept it with her at the same time, as 
she must have done all her life. 

Gish had appeared on the stage (as 
a child) before she entered the 
movies, so she made the transition 
out of the silents with relative ease, 
returning to the theater (as Ophelia, 
Camille, Yelena in Uncle Vanya) and 
infrequently returning to Hollywood 
for something like King Vidor’s Duel 
in the Sun (1947) or Vincente Min- 
nelli’s The Cobweb (1955). She had a 
good, strong, Midwestern voice, and 
she brought a combination of Yankee 
sanity and the warmth of the hearth 
to the older parts she played, espe- 
cially Rachel Cooper, whose benevo- 
lent Christianity is set against the de- 
monic evangelism of Robert 
Mitchum’s Harry Powell in the gothic 
fairy tale The Night of the Hunter. 
But it’s the lyrical, tragic roles of 
Gish’s — and the movies’ — young 
days that remain indelible, when the 
resounding purity of her emotions 
broke the silence.

Ex-Pixie Francis says, 


“Start calling me Frank!”

es, it’s true: disco killed the 
Pixies!Sort of true, anyway. 
What really happened was 
that frontman Charles 
“Black Francis” Thompson 
went into the studio last year with the in- 


| tention of making a disco album, with rear- 


ranged versions of offbeat cover tunes, to 
be jokingly credited to Frank Black. Three 
months later, he had a completed solo al- 
bum in the can, with no disco and only one 
cover. And the Pixies were no more. 

“I’m definitely not one of those guys 
who wants to stay in a band for 16 years,” 
Thompson said last week from his adopted 
home in Los Angeles. “I always knew that 
the break-up would happen. I’d been 
thinking about it for a couple of years. I 
just felt that five records was enough; I 
didn’t need to do anymore. And then doing 
this record and having it work out so well. 
I liked the atmosphere in the studio and 
not having the other people around. I think 
I prefer making a record like that, since I’d 
already made five of the other kind.” 

Before they start getting depressed, old 
fans can rest assured that Frank Black 
(Elektra) is not only a solid album but a 
solid Pixies-type album. If the band had 
made another experimental record after 
Bossanova (instead of returning to basics 
on Trompe Le Monde), this is probably 
where they would’ve gone. There’s a 
smoother melodic sense, new lyric angles 
(more geared toward humor and story- 
telling), and heavier emphasis on key- 
boards and acoustic guitar — none of 
which would have been a major shock on a 
Pixies record. 

Many of the new sounds come from 
Thompson’s co-producer and main collab- 
orator, Pere Ubu keyboardist Eric Drew 
Feldman (who appeared on the last Pixies 
album and tour). But since it’s the same 
guy doing the singing and writing, and 
there’s plenty of that guitar sound (gui- 
tarist Joey Santiago is aboard), Pixies 
diehards shouldn’t feel too left out. 

Although word didn’t slip out until Febru- 
ary, it was the week of New Year’s when 
Thompson told his management to inform 
the other Pixies (Santiago, bassist Kim Deal, 
and drummer David Lovering) that they 
wouldn’t be working as a band again. 

“I definitely pulled out the rug on it. I 
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started telling manager types it was over; 
that was the only way I thought I could do 
it. I definitely didn’t want to have some kind 
of pow-wow to discuss what we should do 
— because we didn’t do anything; J was 
doing it. There’s no point in discussing 
something with people if they’re only going 
to try to talk you out of it.” Is he still on 
good terms with the rest of the band? “I 
suppose so, but we haven’t talked that 
much in recent days. I can imagine working 
with Joey again, and Dave, too. It’s easier 
with them because we’re neighbors.” 

In retrospect, last year’s Trompe Le 
Monde felt like a last blast for the Pixies. 
“We didn’t see it that way at the time, but 
it was definitely blasted out; it was re- 
hearsed and recorded in a rush. There 
were touring obligations that occurred in 
the middle of the record, and we didn’t 
have time to mix it properly. It was a chop- 
pier way of working than I was used to — 
finishing vocals on tour in Paris, mixing it 
in England. It turned out kind of aggres- 
sive, which is fine because those kind of 
tunes are fun to play.” The result wound 
up emphasizing the band’s thrashier side 
rather than its pop-and-hook side. “One 
thing people don’t realize is that you can 
really like the Association and really like 
Minor Threat as well. There’s all kinds of 
records you can enjoy listening to.” 

But he brushes off the idea that the Pix- 
ies were a groundbreaking band. “There 
may have been some people with high ex- 
pectations. But the last show I played in 
Boston was at the Orpheum, and the show 
I played in Boston before that was at the 
Orpheum, so I wasn’t exactly headed into 
the stratosphere. The Pixies sort of flamed 
themselves out, but it doesn’t mean I was 
getting more popular. In some people’s 
minds, the last few records were an anticli- 
max.” He adds that Bossanova, probably 
the most controversial album among Pixies 
fans, was his favorite. “Believe it or not, I 
never listen to those records, but that 
would be my favorite if I had to pick one. I 
just think there’s more onion layers on 
that record.” 

None of the above was on Thompson’s 
mind when he started work on the new al- 
bum. The only idea was to kick back, have 
some fun, and knock off the disco record. 
“The last Pixies shows were with U2 in 
Vancouver, then my girlfriend and I start- 
ed heading south by car. We went along 
the coast and ended up in Eureka, Califor- 
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nia, when the LA riots hit. There was cur- 
few in LA and curfew in San Francisco. 
So we went to Reno instead and then on 
to San Francisco, where Eric Feldman 
lives, when the curfew got lifted. We 
worked in the studio for a few days, and 
that was the real start of things.” 

Feldman’s influence got more pro- 
nounced as sessions went on, and the 
working process became extremely un-Pix- 
ies. “I had lots of scraps, half-written 
songs, and progressions. We’d get together 
every couple of weeks, then I’d show him 
some songs and leave him to it while I went 
back home to LA. Then he’d send back 
some Macintosh demos of the songs. That 
was strange at first, because the rehearsing 
was going on without my being there; it 
was going on in cyberspace, as opposed to 
rehearsal space. I’d wind up getting these 
strange, Kraftwerk-like demos, which we 
used as soundprints to work from.” 

When you consider Feldman’s avant 
background (he worked with Captain 
Beefheart before Ubu), it may seem an un- 
likely match. “It was a casual liaison at 
first, but he basically didn’t have any bad 
ideas. He came up with fantastic bass 
lines, drum parts, string lines. I just gave 
him the raw material for a song and let 
him go. He’s heavily influenced by Ennio 
Morricone, and I am too. 

“I certainly liked the freedom, like I 
didn’t have to be this big-moniker guy in a 
band. It’s nice to sit in a room with an en- 
gineer guy and maybe one other musician 
and just dream up a pop record — and 
not have to worry about whether we'll be 
able to play this in three months when 
we’re on tour. It still has a band sound, 
because we probably didn’t have time to 
do our Sgt. Pepper record, but it’s more 
like me and Eric were the band. There’s 
other people on the record that are very 
much worth mentioning (Providence 
drummer Bob Giusti, now with the Rain- 
dogs, is among them), but they weren’t 
part of the fold, so to speak.” 

The original disco concept survived for 
only one song, Brian Wilson’s “Hang on 
to Your Ego.” (The Beach Boys originally 
balked at the title and released the song as 
“I Know There’s an Answer”; the original 
“Ego” version finally surfaced on the Pet 
Sounds CD.) Even here, the only disco 
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sound is Feldman’s Giorgio Moroder-ish 
keyboard part, which almost gets buried in 
a rockin’ wall of Pixies guitars. It’s the sin- 
gle in Europe, whereas the original tune 
“Los Angeles” (which ironically sounds 
more like a Brian Wilson invention) is the 
single here. 

“The Beach Boys song was the classiest 
of the cover tunes we'd originally selected,” 
Thompson explains. “A lot of songs had ex- 
perienced a resurgence through CDs, and 
that happened with me hearing Pet Sounds. 
I did a solo session for (English DJ) John 
Peel’s radio show and did a mediocre ver- 
sion of it, so we wanted to do it well.” 

There are also two Pixies trademarks 
that don’t turn up on Frank Black — start- 
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ing with a near-complete lack of scream- 
ing. Yet Thompson’s voice is technically 
better than it’s ever been, dropping on 
most tracks to a surprising lower register. 
“Starting this album, I mentally declared 
that perhaps I will work on the singing 
more — perhaps I’ll take some lessons. Or 
perhaps I'll write the lyrics in advance, so I 
can practice the songs extensively. As it 
turned out, none of those things hap- 
pened; in the end there was more of a rush 
than ever. I don’t know if I’m a good 
singer, but I’ve been singing, screaming, 
performing for five or six years now, so by 
the time we got the songs on tape, the 
singer in me was responding to the con- 
text. If you start singing to a dreamy pop

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song, you’re going to sing in a more 
dreamy sort of way.” 

Also gone, for the most part, are the 
playfully perverse sex-and-violence refer- 
ences that lit up many a Pixies song. In- 
stead there are plenty of odd characters, 
cerebral non-sequiturs, and a few good 
yuks as well. “I Heard Ramona Sing” is a 
thinly disguised salute to Johnny, Joey, Dee 
Dee, and Marky: “I don’t care if they’re real 
or they’re pseudo/I hope if someone retires, 
they pull another Menudo.” And “Los An- 
geles” includes the album’s most obscure 
joke. When Thompson mentions a “sym- 
phony of the fair light,” Feldman responds 
with a hoky classical riff on a Fairlight key- 
board. There are even a couple of tunes 
(“Adda Lee,” “Places Named After Num- 
bers”) that come close to being straightfor- 
ward love songs. 

“I don’t know if the whole sex-and-vio- 
lence thing really sticks,” Thompson says. 
“If it was there, it was in an abstract kind 
of way. I saw it as entertainment, like 
movies and books and things. It’s easy to 
hang out in the indie ghetto and sing a 
bunch of arty, aggressive, blah-blah stuff. 
But on the other hand, it must be great to 
sing the ultimate pop song, which is a love 
song. You want to try pulling off a Roy 
Orbison-type song, because that’s such a 
hard thing to do. That’s something I’ve 
tried to do on this record, though not on 
every song, because I wouldn’t want to 
hear it on every song. 

“I don’t think I’ve recorded any songs 
that other people could cover properly. 
The best kind of cover song is one that 
anyone could sing, and I don’t think I’d 
written one of those before. If you want 
that to happen, you have to make the lyric 
a little more bland, or at least less esoter- 
ic. It’s better to do it the way David Cas- 
sidy does.” 

Live dates are tentatively planned for 
later this year — though he may do an- 
other solo album first, so he can draw 
from two records without having to play 
Pixies songs. Does he think this Frank 
Black character is a much different guy 
from Black Francis? “I guess, but those 
names are really just theatrical affecta- 
tions, and I just needed a new one. Be- 
cause I didn’t want to be associated with 
my old affectations.” Q

reat Moments With The 
Lyres, Volume 93: the 
band are on stage at the 
Middle East a few weeks 
back, having to kill time 
while the drummer replaces a bass pedal. 
Frontman Jeff Conolly takes the mike: 
“Thanks very much. Now our guitar play- 
er is gonna start practicing for the Tur- 
| bines reunion.” Guitarist Jack Hickey, an 
ex-Turbine, shoots Conolly the finger. 

“No really, play me something good,” 
Conolly shoots back. “I want to hear you 
play ‘The Pusher’ by Steppenwolf.” Hick- 
ey grits his teeth and obliges with a few 
| Steppenwolf chords. “Yeah, that was 
| great,” Conolly nods. “Sounded just like 
| the record. Except it was kinda half- 
assed.” Hickey shoots Conolly the finger 





| again. The bass pedal arrives in the nick of 





time and the Lyres are back off and run- 
ning, sounding even faster, rougher, and 
more fun than they did before. 

It’s been said that you can tell a truly 
great Lyres gig by whether someone nearly 
gets killed on stage. So tell us, how close 
did you guys come to doing serious damage 
at the Middle East? “No, that one was 
staged,” Conolly explains at his Back Bay 
apartment. “If you wanna know, the New 
Year’s Eve show [at Bunratty’s] was the 
one where we really did want to kill each 
other. But at the Middle East, we were just 
yanking people’s chain. That one was the 
Archies version.” 

What would we do without these guys? 
Bands with impeccable images, trendy 
sounds, and hundred-page press kits come 
and go, but leave it to the Lyres to embody 
the ragged-glory, thrill-of-the-moment 
spirit of Boston rock and roll. It’s been two 
years since Conolly returned from a spell in 
San Diego, and they haven’t calmed down 
a bit. But they’ve finally gotten it together 
to release an album, the first official one 
since 88: Happy Now, which comes out 


next week on Taang! and was recorded in 


bits and pieces since Conolly relaunched 
the band. 

Musically it’s vintage Lyres, being most- 
ly recorded with the all-original line-up 
(Conolly, guitarist Rick Carmel, drummer 
Paul Murphy, and bassist Rick Coraccio) 
that reconvened in 1990. It’s even a return 
to the early Lyres sound: 1984’s On Fyre 


| was their beat-combo album, with its 
| melodic songs, chunky rhythm guitar, and 


Conolly’s trademark Vox organ. The fol- 


low-up, Lyres Lyres, was the broken-heart 
album, half snarling rockers and half teary 
ballads; 1988’s A Promise Is a Promise was 
the full-tilt punk album. (All were on Ace of 
Hearts.) So you might call Happy Now the 
true follow-up to the first album, with its 
organ-combo sound and cool mid-’60s 
melodies. It may be a familiar sound by 
now, but we’d defy any flavor-of-the-month 
band to come up with something as impas- 


sioned as the advance single “Baby (I Still 
Need Your Lovin’)” or my recommended | 


follow-up, “I’ll Make It Up to You.” 

Still, Conolly maintains that it’s only half 
a proper album, mainly because it’s mostly 
’60s songs rather than new originals. “The 
reason it’s not completely genius is that the 
drummer quit (Murphy took a high-paying 
post-office job in February). I thought we’d 
start doing some cover songs so the band 
could jell, then we’d do some originals, but 
he left before we could record them. So the 
first two-thirds of the album is the good 
stuff, then I threw on some filler. I just said, 
‘Fuck it’ — instead of finishing the thing 
with a new drummer, I’d start from 
scratch.” 

Sure enough, the band are now back in 
the clubs, playing an entirely different set 
with a revised line-up (the next gig is ten- 
tatively set for April 3 at the Middle East). 
And truth be told, the current Lyres are 
more potent than the band that made 
Happy Now. They’ve now got their loud- 
est-ever guitarist (Hickey, in his third stint 
with the band) and loudest-ever drummer 
(ex-Bags member Jim Janotta), with 
Conolly playing twice as loud to compen- 
sate (the faithful Coraccio remains on 
bass). Another batch of older Lyres 
recordings is set to resurface on the next 
Taang! album, We Sell Soul (an odds-and- 
ends compilation named for their 1990 
contribution to Sire’s Roky Erikson tribute 
album). And the new line-up is now work- 
ing on a single for the Norton label, plus a 
track for an forthcoming Sam the Sham & 
the Pharaohs tribute album that some New 
York garage bands are putting together. 

Meanwhile, those original tunes are 
waiting to be recorded. Conolly doesn’t 
write songs very often, but he’s come up 
with at least three local standards: “Don’t 
Give It Up Now,” “I Want To Help You 
Ann,” and “She Pays the Rent.” But he re- 
fuses to perform his own songs until 
they’ve been recorded, so what he’s writ- 
ten lately is anybody’s guess. Those “new” 
songs that you’ll hear at gigs are more 
likely to be buried ’60s treasures, so ob-

“You hear guys like Dinosaur Jr. moaning 
and groaning about God knows what; and 
those guys used to open for the fuckin’ Lyres 
in Holland.

There are all these bands 
that are much higher than the Lyres, and 
they’ve all opened for us. So what are the 
Lyres? They’re this band that’s been around 
forever, and everybody’s opened for them. 
It’s like, stupidity versus staying power.”

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Big Beethoven

nder early-music specialist 
Roger Norrington, the 
BSO gave us one of its rel- 
atively rare performances 
of Beethoven’s largest-scale 
religious work, the Missa Solemnis. And 
though occasionally compromised by the 
uneven quartet of vocal soloists (as are 
most performances these days of anything 
requiring a vocal quartet), this was Nor- 
rington’s most exhilarating, enlivening work 
here since his local debut in Haydn’s The 
Seasons at the 1987 Early Music Festival. 
(He’s back this weekend with an unusual 
program of Bach, Schumann, and Berg!) 

In a brief program note, Norrington ar- 
gues that though Beethoven’s very title 
scares people away, in this massive score, 
four years in the works, the celebratory far 
outweighs the funereal. And so full speed 
| ahead — not “solemn” Beethoven but lean 
| and breathlessly linear, rhythmically inci- 
| sive, dancing. The Tanglewood Festival 
Chorus, in full vigor (especially the basses) 
_and pushed to what must be its outer 
| edge, gave no sign of flagging. If it was 
| hard to hear individual words in the Cre- 


do, this had more to do with exceeding the 
speed limit than with any problem of artic- 
ulation. ; 

The small orchestra, too, gave every- 
thing. There were timpanist Everett Firth’s 
wonderful slow-building drum rolls in the 
Gloria and rhythmic focus 
throughout; Leone Buyse’s float- 
ing, hovering flute; Charles 
Schlueter’s festive Baroque- 
sounding trumpet fanfares; 
Jonathan Menkis’s noble horn 
work; and concertmaster Mal- 
colm Lowe’s somewhat pushed 
but full-bodied violin solo in the 
Benedictus. 

British mezzo-soprano Sarah 
Walker, not a high-profile singer, 
rose to a beautiful, honest elo- 
quence, especially in the Agnus 
Dei, where young British bass 
Alastair Miles was also at his best. 
Tenor John Aler sang with finely 
tuned concentration, though his 
emotional range is not wide. 
American coloratura soprano and 
Norrington favorite Amanda Hal- 
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sense of pitch inconclusive. . 

This Mass was more heroic and dramat- 
ic than deeply spiritual. But within the fast 
pace, Norrington turned his large forces 
on a dime, providing abrupt and often sur- 
prising transitions of tempo, dynamics 
(sudden whispers after the shouting), and 
mood. He negotiated most impressively 
the complex emotional maze of the con- 
cluding “Dona nobis pacem,” which veers 
between the militant and the penitent, high 
grandeur and the most delicate sweetness 
and humility. 

The entire experience was so uplifting, 
I wish Norrington hadn’t imposed an in- 
termission after only 25 minutes of a 75- 
minute score: “To make it more enjoyable, 
and because this is a concert rather than a 
religious service.” This was to allow us to 
“digest” the Kyrie and Credo before 
continuing “with fresh ears” into the final 
sections. 

But it was a mistake to interrupt the 
momentum of the Gloria, with its abrupt 
stop clearly designed to be answered im- 
mediately by the Sanctus. If the Missa is, 
as Norrington has called it, “Beethoven’s 
greatest symphony,” why would he want a 
20-minute pause between the Scherzo and 
the slow movement? Obviously, the inter- 
mission was meant to give the performers

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some breathing space. But isn’t it disin- 
genuous to call this an artistic decision?

Big Beethoven was also on pianist Gar- 
rick Ohlsson’s Celebrity Series program. 
The first half consisted of the Opus 109 
and Opus 57 (Appassionata) Sonatas; the 
second, Chopin’s 24 Preludes. With his 
amazing technique — tremendous yet un- 
forced and distinctively burnished tone; 
total articulation even at the highest 
speeds; sensitive musical intelligence — 
why didn’t he pack Symphony Hall to the 
rafters? If he can play as loud, as fast, and 
as accurately as Horowitz or Cliburn, why 
isn’t he a Horowitz or a Cliburn? 

Ohlsson’s diverse talents make peculiar 
bedfellows. He’s more thoughtful than 
most virtuosos, but some of the subtler 
music (including Opus 109) seemed too 
easy and passed with too little event. While 
I was thinking about the sheer size and 
grandeur of his best playing, and wishing 
he were including more music that called 
for these special gifts (like the first and last 
movements of the Appassionata), my com- 
panion was irritated by a certain preciosity 
— the overly delicate touch of a quarter- 
back fondling a Wedgwood cup — that 
isolated and miniaturized whatever wasn’t 
large-scaled and technically challenging. 

But when Ohlsson went to any 
sort of extreme, the results were 
staggering. His startling slow tempo 
made Chopin’s famous little A-major 
Prelude sound like a ghost dance, the 
dancers aching with nostalgia for 
some lost world. In Ohlsson’s first 
encore, Debussy’s Claire de lune 
(“This piece is too famous to an- 
nounce,” he announced, “but it’s by 
a composer who loves Chopin”), the 
uncanny stillness — repressed, al- 
most suffocated — was hair-raising. 

Ohlsson may be best in a reper- 
toire that no one else can touch. 
His other encores were the deli- 
cious perpetual-motion finale of 
Weber’s Sonata in C Opus 24 (a 
piece on one of his best record- 
ings) and Scriabin’s will-o’-the- | 
wisp F-sharp Etude. His playing | 
was incomparable, and not just be- | 
cause there's no one else to com- | 
pare him to. QO |

FIED SHELLS (Antilles). Trom- 
bonist Turre has been “doubling” 
on various-sized conch shells for 
years, and it’s no gimmick. While 
studying the shells’ musical uses 
in various cultures, he’s been 
experimenting with his own 
fusions of folkloric “world” music 
and jazz. 

Here he arranges the high, pip- 
ing, surprisingly vocal expressive- 
ness of the shells for solos or in 
groups, with brass choirs, Afro- 
Cuban percussion, even a Gil 
Evans-—like Spanish folk mini-con- 
certo with a guest spot by Dizzy 
Gillespie. There's a high-spirited 
tribute to Machito (“Macho”), a 
slow gospel blues with Turre’s 
“talking” plunger mute trombone, 
and an instrumental take on Indian 
vocal music.

**xx Antonio Hart, DON’T YOU 
KNOW I CARE (Novus). Another 
young player who's digested the 
tradition, alto-saxist Hart offers on 
this second disc as a leader a 
thoughtful, deliberate style. 
Whether post-bopping through 
Quincy Jones's “Jessica's Day” 
(taken at a much more loping pace 
than on the famous Cannonball 
version) or combining an easeful 
phasing and romantic conception 
on the Duke-composed title cut, 
he displays a beyond-his-years 
restraint in unfolding his ideas — 
which makes his more energetic 
emoting, as on his own “Mandela 
Freed,” all the more effective. 
Kudos also to 19-year-old trom- 
bonist Jamal Haynes, who appears 
on only two cuts but impresses 
with what seems a seasoned and 
fluid command of his difficult instru- 
ment. Alto vet Gary Bartz guests 
on one song (“At the Closet Inn”), 
and the generational contrast is 
apparent with his slightly grittier 
sound and more hectic phrasing. 


| But the expressive rough edges 


will come with time; for now Hart is

**xx Chris Mars, SEVENTY 
FIVE PERCENT LESS FAT 


| (Smash/isiand). Okay, so maybe 


Chris Mars could use a few singing 
lessons, a healthy dose of Suda- 
fed, or some of each — that never 
stopped Bob Dylan. Mars isn't 
exactly in Dylan's league (though 
they're both Minnesotans), but on 
his second solo release in less 
than a year, the former 
Replacements drummer is well on 
the way to carving his own com- 
fortable rock-and-roll niche. 

Less Fat (due in stores March 
9) relies on the same basic formula 


as did predecessor Horseshoes 
and Hand Grenades — memorable 
Kinks-style chord progressions, 
Stonesy guitar licks, quirky pop 
hooks, and a lot of heart. Mars 
plays all the drum and guitar tracks 
himself, and he crows about his 
solo approach on the anthemic “No 
Bands,” ending with a humorous 
swipe at his former bandmates: 
“While your squad gets all the rules 
down, I'll be fishing at the lake.” 
The disc is full of raucous trib- 
utes to time-honored Midwestern 
pastimes — “Car Camping,” keg 
parties (“Candy Liquor”), and 
“Skipping School.” Mars also does 
justice to weightier subjects on 
“Demolition,” a powerful mid-tempo 
tune about a relationship in ruin. 
Hearing him strain to sing “Stand 
away now the time has come/this 
one's beyond repair” might not be 
pretty, but it shouldn't be.

**x* Chandler Travis, WRITER- 
SONGSINGER (Sonic Trout). 
Never got weirder or better feed- 
back than the weekend | left 
Chandler Travis’s spoken-word ditty 
“| Threw Some Meat into the Pond” 
on my answering machine. Where, 
in mock Gielgudian enunciation, 
someone says, “For some time it's 
been my belief/That water should 
be full of beef/Surely if | had a 
pony/I'd not need to sink baloney.” 
No, it's not a boxed life that Chand- 
ler lives, so Henry Rollins needn't 
fear poetic competition. The song- 
singer is into mirth, not mania — 
that’s why he’s spent a decade or 
more being incredibly casual and 
reasonably inventive. And that's 
why his new solo record has the 
same flipped inspiration that fueled 
Prince's Sign ‘O’ the Times. 

We're not talking multi-platinum 
here, but that outsider status sure 
Clears the decks; when you've got 
nothing to lose — and Travis is a 
diehard indie vet — you can make 
up your own rules. So he pokes 
fun at AOR radio (“All shit, all 
day”) and the major-label bigwigs 
who missed out on his extraordi- 
narily catchy tunes (“This will 
never sell"). But griping isn’t his 
forte. Penning instantly pleasing 
oddities is. He's Bill Morrissey/Bob 
Dylan one minute, Paul McCart- 
ney/Paul Westerberg the next. By 
the time he references his Purple- 
ness, the hooks are piled up 
shoulder deep, and the vibe is as 
merry as it is righteous. How can 
we get those A&R guys out to 
Travis’s home base on the Cape?

**1/2 Saffire — The Uppity 
Biues Women, BROAD CAST- 
ING (Alligator). The problem here 
is that Saffire — The Uppity Blues 
Women can't decide whether they 
want to get down with the biues or 
be a novelty act. Songs like “OBG 
Why Me Blues,” “Ragtime Rag,” 
and a cover of Little Charlie & the 
Nightcats’ “Dump That Chump” 
are throwaways, played pre- 
dictably for laughs. Then along 
come “One Hour Mama” and 
“Don't Treat Your Man like a Dog,” 
and we're in smartly ribald Sippie 
Wallace territory. 

There are also numbers like 
“Seemed like Such a Good Idea at 
the Time,” where Gaye Adegba- 
lola's limited vocal range nonethe- 
less plumbs the depths of sweet 
sadness. The group are now a 


duo, with the departure of upright- 
bassist Earlene Lewis; but pianist 
Ann Rabson remains the musical 
dynamo. And guest shots from 
Ronnie Earl/Larry McCray side- 
man Tony Zamagni beg the ques- 
tion of when someone's going to 
recruit this great Boston-bred 
organist for a solo album.

*&*«*1/2 Shai, IF | EVER FALL IN 
LOVE (Gasoline Alley/MCA). As 
hip-hop and doo-wop fusionists 
go, Shai sound soft like bath pow- 
der rather than greasy like kids’ 
stuff, and they make you like it. 
Nice guys from the ‘70s like witty 
Tavares, the storytelling Manhat- 
tans, and dreamy Bloodstone 
sang this kind of narrow-range, 
relentlessly dependable harmony, 
but they never made five minutes 
of love vows sound as mercilessly 
languorous as these guys do. 
Their lead baritone sinks into 
cavernous slow swoons judiciously 
supported by cool-as-mist piano 
musings (“Sexual,” “Don't Wanna 
Play,” “Together Forever") and a 
dainty and fitful soprano saxo- 
phone (“Sexual Interlude”). All the 
while, the group’s lyrics beg, com- 
plain, and cry without grimacing. 
Not since the Moments drove 
falsetto music to its infatuated limits 
have harmony voices smooched so 
casually. Sensual and reassuring, 
the comforting whirr of the falsetto 
interlude in the first single, “If | Ever 
Fall in Love,” is not to be missed.

***1/2 Fastbacks, ZUCKER 
(Sub Pop). You could say that 
Kurt Bloch's songs tend to wallow 
in self-pity, and that teenage alien- 
ation wears thin after you've been 
worrying it for more than a dozen 
years. Except that the singing of 
Kim Warnick and Lulu Gargiulo is 
so full of gleeful, toss-it-all anar- 
chy, and the guitars and drums are 
so insistent, and the buzz-pop 
tunes keep firing at you as in a 
Ramones concert. (Six songs are 
less than two minutes long, and 
none reach four; the whole thing 
clocks in at under 33.) 


CHRIS MARS: a sophomore disc full of 


This is the Fastbacks’ first new 
release on Sub Pop, and the 
Seattle band have finally built a 
thicker wall of guitars, with the 
vocals half-buried under the fret- 
work. (Rusty Willoughby, guitarist/ 
leader of Flop, returns as this 
month's drummer.) Still, they're the 
same old shiny garage-pop punks 
you'd like to hug and offer words 
of encouragement to. 

Okay, maybe you'd like to give 
them a good slap for things like 
“Hung on a Bad Peg,” a misfits’ 
national anthem (“I've laughed at 
successful things all my life”). But 
they kick it out more often than 
not, and they can delight with 
lyrics about things like pouring cof- 
fee into the clock beside your bed 
in the morning. There's a wonder- 
fully moody cover of the early Bee 
Gees song “Please Read Me" that 
segues into a sparkling grand 
finale. If that isn't enough, the CD 
comes with a bonus German 
translation of the lyrics (the album 
title means “sugar”); perhaps it'll 
sell in Berlin.

*x*k*k* Conchita Supervia, 
SUPERVIA IN OPERA AND 
SONG (Nimbus). A recent album 
on Pearl, The Unknown Supervia, 
brought to CD some of the scintil- 
lating Spanish coloratura mezzo's 
rarest discs, but her most famous 


recording kept languishing in LP | 


storage heaven. It's finally out. I'm 
referring to her hair-raising 1930 
performance of Manuel de Falla's 
Seven Popular Spanish Songs. 

Supervia makes these brilliant 
concert folk/art songs — love 
songs, a nature song, a lullaby, 
songs of tenderness and betrayal 
— into a mini-opera. She over- 
flows with energy, personality, and, 
more important, character. There's 
teasing sexuality and satirical wit, 
barely suppressed rage, profound 
sorrow, and an uncanny combina- 
tion of them all. No one has ever 
been as vocally or dramatically 
flexible, colorful, nuanced, or 
knowing in these marvelous songs 
as Supervia with her extraordinary 
accompanist, Frank Marshall. 
(Falla's own beautiful recording 
with soprano Maria Barrientos, 
now available on an Opal CD, has 
more of the salon in it than the 
streets or countryside.) 


More essential Supervia is also | 


included: four of her unsurpassable 


Rossini performances (as Rosina in | 


The Barber of Seville, only Callas 
ever delivered a more hilarious 
“ma” — “but” — in “Una voce poco 
fa"), her justly famous Carmen, 
three French arias (from Faust, 
Mignon, and Samson et Dalila) that 
show her amazing dramatic range, 
and two of her best-loved songs, 
“La paloma” and “Clavelitos” 
(“Carnations,” Valverde’s enchant- 
ing song of a wise and seductive 
flower seller who knows exactly 
what flowers are for). 

Nimbus's “Prima Voce” series 
continues to provide the best-mas- 
tered sound of any historical vocal 
reissues, and the originals, from 
the early days of electrical record- 
ing, were remarkable to begin 
with. | guarantee there isn't a 
recording that will bring you more 
pleasure. What are you waiting 
for?
